$3000 RADIUM TUBE 
RECOVERED FROM 
INCINERATOR ASHES 


Electroscope Finds Brass Cap- 
sule That Had Been Thrown 
in Waste Basket. 


By the Associated Press. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 2.— 
An electroscope from the physics 
department of the University of 
Texas was used to find a one-inch 
tube of radium valued at more than 
$3000 in two tons of ashes at a city 
incinerator here last night. 

The brass capsule had been 
thrown in a waste basket in the 
office of Dr. Dudley Jackson and 
carried in a garbage wagon to the 
incinerator, where it was burned 
with other refuse. 

Prof. S. L. Brown, university 
physics department head, and Prof. 
H. E. Lockenvitz came from Aus- 
tin yesterday and put the electro- 
scope to work. Its discharges 
guided the operators. 

The fourth shovelful of ashes 
teken from the place indicated by 
the instrument disclosed the tube, 
none the worse for having gone 
through the fire.

Not So Prosperous Now as 
When He Helped Dupe 


Springfield Man and 
Okawville Mayor. 


Thomas Brady, who as “The 
Doc” of the notorious Chappie“ 
Moran gang in pre-depression days 
rarely figured in confidence games 
with a stake of less than five fig- 
ures, was arrested at Sixth street 


and Lucas avenue this morning in 
a police cleanup of a $23 coin 
matching swindle. 

For seven years he had eluded 
Postoffice Inspectors on the look- 
out for him in every state. 

“The Doc” was not the debonair 
figure of the heyday of the Moran 
gang, although his was still the 
bluff good humor that helped net 
the gang more than $90,000 in IIli- 
nois and Missouri. 

His suit, faultlessly tailored, was 
shiny, worn and unpressed, his hat 
was battered, his hair—a man gets 
pretty gray at 58—no longer was 
carefully trimmed. 

“Boys,” he said when policemen 
took his fingerprints, you're going 
to find out something in about 
two minutes.” 

So they did. The record showed 
that “The Doc” was wanted in St. 
Louis on a Federal indictment 
charging him with complicity in 
the swindle in which former 
William G. Frank of Okawville, 
III., wealthy fandowner, lost $40,000 
in Liberty bonds to the Moran“ 
gang in July, 1925. It showed, too, 
that he was under-Wederal indict- 
ment at Springfield, HI., for an- 
other swindle in the same year in 
which Lava B. Trotter, Jackson- 
ville farmer, lost $14,600. 

“a Swell Pinch.” 

“Not bad, eh?” asked “The Doc,” 

as the wide-eyed policemen came to 
the realization that they had made 
a swell pinch,” in the parlance of 
the force. 
Like many of the worthwhile 
things in life, the arrest of Brady 
was entirely unexpected, although 
police and postoffice inspectors in 
all parts of the country have been 
looking for him since he jumped 
his $10,000 bond in the Trotter 
swindle just before Mayor Frank's 
loss came to light. 

Detectives Jack Harding and 
Leo English had been enjoined by 
their commanding officer, Capt. 
Nally, to stop the swindles in 
which numerous motorbus travel- 
ers had reported they lost money 
to chance acquaintances in the vi- 
cinity of the Union Market term- 
inal. : 

This morning Harding and En- 
glish saw a man strike up an ac- 
quaintance with Lee Roy Gregston. 
who was en route to his home at 
Marlow, Ok., and was waiting for 
a motorbus. They watched Gregs- 
ton inveigled into a matching 
game, saw one of his new-found 
friends ‘“‘borrow” $23 from him, 
and at that juncture arrested the 
two coin-matchers. 

Qne of them attempted to run, 
after ‘handing the money back to 
Gregston, but was stopped along- 
side an automobile at the curb, In 
the direction of which he appeared 
to be making motions of some sort. 
In the back seat of the car sat 
Brady, unknown to the policeman 
at that time. 

“What are you doing here?” de- 
manded Harding. 

“Who, me?” replied the man in 
the automobile. “I’m a business 
man. My name is Kilpatrick. I'm 
from Oklahoma City.” 

“Well, what’s that Ohio license 
doing on your car?“ the policeman 
rejoined. “You don’t look good to 
us and we're taking you to the 
station.“

Position Has Been Stated. 
The Secretary of State gave the 
first intimation that the United 
States might not answer the new 
debt communications as he hur- 
ried back to the State Department 
after a Cabinet meeting at which 
the war debt situation—and the 
newly received French note in par- 
ticular—were discussed. 

“It may not be necessary to re- 
ply,” he told newspaper men over 
his shoulder, as he left the White 
House. While he did not elab- 
orate, the statement was under- 
stood to mean the Government 
feels its position has been clearly 
stated in its replies to the orig- 
inal requests and that the. latest 
communications present no new 
proposals requiring answer. 


: Borah Grves His Views. 

Chairman Borah of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee today 
said the war debts owed this coun- 
try were only one cause of the 
world’s economic troubles.

‘the United States in December notes 
with satisfaction that President 
Hoover was disposed to recommend 
to Congress a new examination of 
the debt question as a whole. 

The French text of the note, 
which had previously been 
sent to Washington, was 
lic shortly after noon toda and re- 


newed the request for suspension of 
the $20,000,000 in interest. 

In closing, the document says: 

“The reception which will be 
given the request,is awaited with 
confidence by the French Govern- 
ment, which realizes all of the con- 
sequences which the decision of the 
President of the United States may 
have for improving or making 
worse the tragic situation resulting 
from the World War.” 

As for the recommendations of 
the American President, which was 
contained in his original reply to 
the French request for postpone- 
ment, the communication says that 
from the French viewpoint this im- 
plied the President believed such a 
study seemed necessary. 

It is added that France realizes 
a reduction of Europe’s debts to the 
United States would react on the 
American econom!': situation. 

Since the modification .of the 
French debt, granted by the United 
States in 1926, the gravity of the 
economic and financial crisis has 
forced all interested governments 
to modify their positions with re- 
spect to the settlement of inter- 
governmental debts, and to adopt 
a series of concerted measures af- 
fecting reparations and debts both, 
says the note. 

“The French Government,” it 
says, “desires to emphasize that it 
never has thought of contesting the 
juridical validity of the various 
agreements which are the basis of 
the war debts.” 

The postponement now request- 
ed, says the memorandum, is the 
normal sequel to Prezident Hoo- 
ver's initiative in declaring the 
moratorium of 1931 and leaves in- 
tact the rights of both parties. 

Referring again to the moratori- 
um, the note emphasizes that the 
American memorandum at the 
time of its declaration admitted 
e the weight of the burden of inter- 
governmental debts in this period 
of crisis. . 


Hoover-Laval Conference. 


' Referring to the Hoover-Laval 
communique issued at Washington 
last summer, the note recalis that 
that document stated that a new 
arrangement concerning intergov- 
ernmental debts for the period of 
the depression might be necessary 
provided that the-initiative came 
from the European Powers chiefly 
interested. 

Europe, the note says, did its 
part and granted Germany a re- 
duction of 90 per cent in a three- 
year moratorium on reparations. 

The agreement reached at Laus- 
anne was, in the mind of Europe, 
to be part of a general rearrange- 
ment of governmental payments, 
the French Government wrote. 

It would be grave indeed,” says 
the note, “If the agreement ob- 
tained with such difficulty at Laus- 
anne should have to be reconsid- 
ered. 

“Would it not be equitable if, in 
the same spirit of international sol- 
idarity and in consolidating the re- 
sults already achieved, the Ameri- 
can Government would accept in 
its turn postponement of the De- 
cember interests?” 

President Hoover’s moratorium 
was inspired by a desire to re-es- 
tablish world prosperity, says the 
note, but the economic depression 
has been greatly aggravated since 
1931. 

“Everywhere misery and unem- 
ployment are increasing,” it says. 
“This depression can only get 
worse if intergovernmental debts 
must be paid before negotiations 
camp be undertaken to revise them.” 

The note refers to a report by 
economic experts who considered 
this: problem recently at Basel, 
condemning unanimously as per- 
nicious to the restoration of world 
economics the transfers of funds 
/ necessitated in the war debt pay- 
ments without some counterpart. 

Then the note advances some 
new arguments supporting the 
claim for postponement.

Discusses Gold in France. 
Discussing the recent flow of 
gold toward France, the note says 
that this was due to world condi- 
tions. 

“This gold does not belong to 
the French Treasury. Itis nota 
source of permanent wealth for 
France. It is a guarantee of all 
deposits made by Frenchmen or 
forzigners in France. Its normal 
and desirable redistribution can 
come only after there is a general 
return of confidence.“ 

Unless there is a radical shift in 
the favorable American commer- 
cial balance with Europe, says tho 
note, debt payments now would 
necessitate increasingly ruinous 
operations by the debtor nations in 
the credit and exchange markets. 
The document expresses a be- 
lief that the American people 
never will find their true interests 
in the fulfillment of an arrange- 
ment “which can only create 
more chaos, more misery through- 
out the world.” 

“In asking the Federal Govern- 

ment to re-examine us requests in | 
the light of these constierations,” 
says the note, “the Government 
of France considers that it is ful- 
filling a duty, not only national, 
but international.” 
France has no intention of 
abandoning the role which circusn- 
stances permit her to play in the 
restoration of economic stability. it 
says, but she asks with some ap- 
prehension how she can continue 
her efforts if the collaboration of 
the United States, on which she 
has been counting, fails to mate- 
rialize. 

Premier Edouard Herriot’s Gov- 
ernment won two skirmishes in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, 
one of which directly concerned 
war debts. The Chamber agreed 
to postpone debate on that issue 
until other matters had been 
cleared away. 

A vote of confidence was given 
on the domestic issue involving 
conversion of public*loans; but 
there might yet be a bigger war 
debt hurdlé ahead, since a large 
group of Deputies opposes pay- 
ment. 

The ire of this group has been 
raised apparently by reports that 
the Premier is willing to stake the 
fate of his Government on “pay- 
ment if necessary.“ 

The Premic wishes, however, it 
was said, to go the limit in the di- 
rection of postponement before he 
makes the point a matter of con- 
fidence in the Chamber.

Debts and the Depression. 


The note says it has been gener- 
ally recognized that war debts and 
reparations have been a major 
cause of the world depression and 
that a settlement of these debts is 


Jan indispensable condition of a re- 


vival of genera! prosperity.” 

In tracing the origin of the war 
debts, the note stresses the fact 
that the loans raised in the United 
States were not taken in money, 
but in goods. In this connection 
figures are given, showing that the 
export surplus of the United States, 
which before 1915 varied from 
$200,000,000 to $600,000,000 a 
year rose in 1919 to about four 
billion dollars. 

The note asserts that if the 
course of commerce were “deflect- 
ed” to the extent required to repay 
the huge wartime loans made by 
the United States (approximately 
10 billion dollars, by Great Britain 
(37,800,000, ) and by France 
62,237,000, 000) the result would 
be “a radical alteration in the 
economy both of debtor and credi- 
tor countries.” 

In 1924 there was a provisional 
settlement of German reparations 
through the Dawes plan. Paymert 
by Germany, the ‘note states, was 
made possible for a while by the 
flow of investment capital irom 
the United States. to Europe. 

False Postwar Prosperity. 

„But the prosperous period from 
1923 to 1929 was to a large extent 
illusory and the seeds of future 
trouble had already Leen sowed.” 

„In. 1929,“ the note continues, 
“when the economic storm was not 
yet visible, the settlement of repar- 
ations was undertaken in the 
Young plan, under which Germany 
was to pay annuities of about $500,- 
000,000. 

“Unhappily,” the note continues. 
“almost before the ink had dried 
on the Young plan, the storm had 
burst upon the world. Startled 
and alarmed, lenders who for five 
years so liberally poured their cap- 
ital into Europe, withdrew such 
funds as were immediately recov- 
erable. Confidence became more 
and more shaken and toward the 
middle of 1931 something like a 
panic prevailed. Since 145 
world has been living der 
stress of repeated shocks which 
have completely undermined the 
confidence on which the system of 
investment depended. 

Repayment of the war deb 
stated, requires “unnatural Hans- 
fers.” Payments in the past are 
declared to have been made pos- 
sible only by further lending on the 
part of the creditor countries, This 
lending, the note says, 
rarily concealed but eventually ag 
gravated the difficulties, since in 
the long run international debts 
can only be paid in the form of 
goods or services.” 

Amplifying this idea, the note 
says that insofar as creditors have 
refused to accept goods they have 
compelled payment in gold, there- 
by leading to a drain on the gold 
reserves of many countries. This, 
in turn, the note continues, has 
forced down commodity prices, and 
this fall in prices has caused widé- 
spread ruin to producers in both 
debtor and creditor countries and 
“threatens ‘disastrous social and 
political repercussions.” 


“Intolerable Burden.” 
“It (the fall in prices) has ‘seri- 
ously increased the burden of com- 
mercial debts; but it has rendered 


intolerable the pecuniary burden 
of unproductive war debts.”

After giving further de- 
tails of Britain’s “unprecedented 
efforts” in financing.the war, the 
note points out that payments on 
the funded debt to the United 
States amounting to $1.352,000,000 
have already been made. It is 
stated, moreover, that in addition 


to these payments under the fund- 


ing agreement. Great Britain has 
paid $233,000,900 on her war debt 
before funding, and has repaid in 
full a loan for the purchase of sil- 
ver amounting to $122,000,000 and 
a debt of $16,000,000 for relief 
supplies to Austria. The total of 
debt payments by Britain to the 
United States since the war is 
placed at 33,063,000, 000. 

Great Britain's receipts from its 
debtors, the note states, have been 
less than one-half her payments to 
the United States. The United 
States is estimated to have re- 
ceived for the benefit of its tax- 
payers $2,112,000,000, while Great 
Britain has passed on all its re- 
celpts to the United States and has 
paid out of the pickets of its: tax · 
payers to the United States $651,-/s 
000,000. The note points out that

HUGH THOMASON 
S RESIDENT HERE 
JURY DETERMINES 


Question of Guardianship 
of Wealthy Real Estate 
Owner May Now Be Pro- 
ceeded With. 


Hugh W. Thomasson is a legal 
resident of St. Louis, a Circuit 
Court jury decided this afternoon, 
on the ninetieth day of the 
Thomasson sanity case. 

The jury was unanimous in its 
action on the one question before 
it. The protracted hearing was con- 
ducted on a plea questioning the 
court's jurisdiction. Under the 
verdict, this court is entitled to 
proceed with trial of the question 
of guardianship for Thomasson, 
with a new jury. 

The jury went out at 10 o’clock 
this morning, took an hour and a 
quarter for lunch and reported at 
4 o'clock this afternoon. 

Incidentally, the jury reported 
that service of notice of the pro- 
cecdings on Thomasson, who owns 
$750,000 worth of downtown and 
West End business property, was 
valid. He was served a year ago 
when brought before the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals for a habeas 
corpus hearing. The jury held that 
the plaintiff in the. guardianship 
action and her attorneys had noth- 
ing to do with bringing Thomasson 
before the appellate tribunal. 

Had it been decided that Thom- 
asson was not legally a St. Louisan 
the local court would have had no 
jurisdiction to determine his san- 
ity. 

Patrick H. Cullen and Taylor R. 
Young, attorneys for Thomasson’s 
second cousin, Miss Elmira Town- 
send, and a group of other rela- 
tives, contended that Thomasson 
is a resident of the oity and has 
not mentality enough to establish 
a home elsewhere. Randolph 
Laughlin, Ford W. Thompson and 
KR. Shad Bennett, Thomasson’s at- 
torneys, defended his sanity and 
sought te establish that he is a 
resident of Illinois. 

Charges of “corruption,” per- 
jury,” “legal racketeering,” were 
heard by the jury in the four-hour 
arguments allotted to each side in 
the case yesterday. Attorney Cul- 
len dramatically tore up a copy of 
a contract between Thomasson and 
Laughlin, in which two cousins of 
the real estate owner, the jury, Cir- 
cuit Judge Hoffmeister, he school 
children of St. Louis, St. Louis 
County and Chicago, were all 
named as possible recipients of 
shares of the Thomasson estate. 

Cullen’s denunciation of the con- 
tract was met by Laughlin’s staté- 
ment that Cullen and Young had 
forced him to introduce the con- 
tract into evidence against his wish. 
In turn, he attacked the 28 con- 
tracts Cullen and Young have with 
relatives to get 50 per cent of any- 
thing they may realize from the 
real estate owner's property at his 
death. Both sides pictured them- 
selves as friends of Thomasson, 
working for his best interests. 

In the trial, which began July 
25 and has continued since then 
with three weeks’ interruption, 
more than 220 witnesses were 
heard. Every detail of Thomas-’ 
son's life, his business dealings, his

“Twenty-five thousand families 
depend on the relief program all 
the time,” the bulletin states. 
“This is one family in 10. Seven- 
ty-five thousand families depend 
on the relief program part of the 
time. That is three families in 10. 

“In the homes of the wnem- 
ployed, in institutions and foster 
homes, 50,000 children depend on 
you; 4000 old people are being 
cared for in their homes, 1400 
more in homes for the aged; one 
baby of every four is attended by 
a visiting nurse. Visiting. nurses 
will make 114,132 visits to the sick 
in their own homes this year, judg- 
ing from the number made to 
date.“ 

2700 Day Nursery Children. 

Estimates of other services ren- 
dered’ during 1932, based on fig- 
ures available to date, show day 
nursery care for 2700 children of 
working mothers; maternity care 
for 3636 mothers in hospitals and 
other hospital care for 31,868 per- 
sons; 2868 undernourished children 
and 4986 mothers sent to outite 
farms; 267,827 free treatments at 
clinics, and jobs, mostly tempo- 
rary, found for 19,656 persons. 

And the need will be greater, the 
bulletin predicts, during 1938. The 
$4,600,000 bond issue, it points 
out, will help ‘seven of the 82 re- 
lief agencies, the home relief or- 
ganizations within the city, to take 
care of only part of the unemploy- 
ment emergency needs. 

“Eighty-two city and county re- 
ef agencies depend on this cam- 
paign for their basic budgets,” the 
bulletin adds. “Eleven of the 82 
give home relief; 24, institutioual 
relief; 26, specialized relief, and 21, 
hospital relief. Catholic, Protestant, 
Jewish and non-sectarian relief 
agencies are included. This is ev- 
erybody's drive. 

Estimated Oost of Work. 

“The estimated cost of home re- 
lief alone next year is $6,725,000 
This looks big, but is the smallest 
for any city in the half-million and 
over class. In addition to home ro- 
lief, $1,725,000 is needed for in- 
stitutional, specialized and hosp!- 
tal relief. This brings the reliaf 
total to 88,450,000.“ 

Referring to the minute man” 

idea employed in the campaign, the 
bulletin says contributors will be 
notified, after the campaign, the 
precise period of time their gifts 
are supporting the work of relief 
agencies. 
The cost of maintaining them for 
one minute during 1933 will be 
$7.33, and contributors will be 
urged to fix the amount of their 
pledges with that in mind, so that 
they may know they have made 
possible relief work for one min- 
ute, 10 minutes, a half hour, or 
whatever period they can afford.

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Superintendent | Urges Building 


Up of Stamina in 
. Youth. 


The Board of Education spends 
$500,000 annually for teaching boys 
and girls who linger in the elemen- 


tary and bigh schools beyond the 


normal time, Superintendent of In- 
struction Gerling told the Kiwanis 
Club at Hotel Statler yesterday. 

Society's duty was to stimulate 
these pupils to finish within the 
ordinary period, Gerling declared. 
The problem is being studied by 
his staff. It should be solved, he 
said, not because of the depression, 


but because of its serious import. 


Cultivation in American youth of, 
stamina like that of early “rugged 
Americans,” avoiding “austere stoi- 
cism,“ was advocated by the super- 


intendent. 


The normal age for finishing 
grade school is 14 and high school, 
18, Gerling said. Last June, 2300 
pupils finished high school here, of 
whom 500 were more than 18, Dur- 
ing the last scholastic year 3600 
pupils dropped out before the term 
expired, one-tenth of whom were 
more than 18 years old. 

Reckoning the Cost.“ 
“Why did those 500 linger a year 
longer?” Gerling asked. “Is some- 
thing the matter with them or with 
us? Did we say to them, Life is a, 
rosy bed and high school is the, 
young man’s and young woman’s’ 
club for a good time’? High school | 
is expensive; it costs $194 a year, 
a pupil. For the 350 more than 
18 years old who had no intention’ 
of staying 10 teachers were re 
quired. Those forced out of school 
by circumstances beyond their con- 
trol have our sympathy. | 
“The duty rests on me as super- 
intendent to do all I can to remedy 
this situation.. Last year there 
were 4000 pupils more than 14 
years old, and ranging up to 20, in 
the grade schools, of whom 1009 
didn’t have the courage to stick 
through the year. They didn’t have 
the capacity to do the thing asked 
of them or didn’t think it worth 
while. It is our business to make 
‘it worth while, to lead and stimu- 
late them, and their business to 
respond. All the mesmeric language 
in the world can't gloss this over. 

Handicapped Children. 
We have special schools for 
handicapped children—that’s nota 
mesmeric word—with 4400 pupils. 
of whom more than 1000 are more 
than 14—and 650 of them dropped 
out during the last year. It costs 
about $200 a year a pupil in the 
special schools and not one-fifth 
of the 4400 pupils are capable of 
repaying society for its investment 
in them.“ 2 
The theory of the forefathers 
that all men are equal meant, 
equality before the law but lat- 
terly has been assumed to mean 
equality fn life, Gerling said. 
“We have taken the position in 
America,” he continued, “that all 
men are merely putty to be shaped 
by their environment. That view 
nas made its imprint on our 
schools, and is a fundamental fal- 
lacy costing the people large sums. 

New Euphemisms. 

We like too much the use of 
the soft, mesmeric word and dis- 
like the disagreeable word. We

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NEW MORATORIUM 
ON FOREIGN DEBTS 


Urges It to Show Sym- 
pathy of U. S. for Lau- 
sanne Settlement of Rep- 
arations Question. 


— 


Charles Nagel, former Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor, and inde- 
pendent Republican, in a talk at 
the Y. M. H. A. last night, censured 
the Republican and Democratic 


parties for their silence in the re- 
cent campaign on what he said was 
the most important question, that 
of the foreign debts. 

“I tried my best to be heard in 
the Republican National convention 
on the debt situation,” Nagel said. 
“I couldn't get anybody to listen. I 
left the convention hall, and, see- 
ing a book store, went in and told 
them to give me a Texas cowboy 
novel, because I wanted something 
with red blood in it. I hadn't seen 
any at the convention. 

“After the prohibition discussion 
somewhat died down, it appeared 
that the only issue of the campaign 
was, on one side, ‘It couldn’t have 
been worse,’ and on the other side, 
‘It might have been worse.“ Of 
course, with most people thinking 
that. things were about as bad as 
they could be, there could be but 


one outcome to such a discussion. 


Says Biggest Issue Was Avoided. 

“The foreign debts, really the 
biggest question of the campaign, 
neither party tried to handle. The 
Democratic party declared against 
cancelation, whatever that meant. 
The Republican party did not do or 
say anything. We did not have our 
minds on the question during the 
campaign, but three days after the 
election the question came along, 
and we have been talking about it 
ever since. 

Nagel's own view, as he outlined 


it, is that a moratorium should be | 


granted. To talk of cancelation, 
he said, is equivalent to insisting 
that a thing is black or white, when 
in reality it is gray. 

His chief reason for urging a 
moratorium is a desire “to show 
sympathy for what was done at 
Lausanne,“ the attempt to termi- 
nate reparations claims against 
Germany. Persuading the French 
Premier, Herriot, to agree to the 
Lausanne plan, was declared by 
Nagel to be “the greatest thing 
Ramsay MacDonald ever did.” The 
United States, he declared, should 
express its appreciation of this ac- 
complishment, and its willingness 
to join in making the work of 
Lausanne effective. 

Nagel, however, did not accept 
some of the reasons which are 
urged for modification of the for- 
eign debts. He rejected the argu- 
ment that the Allies were “fight- 
ing our battle.“ 

We Saved Allies.“ 

“The Allies didn’t save us.“ 
Nagel said, we saved them, and 
we lent them the money in order 
to save them. Government 
loans to other governments are un- 
usual, and I know of nothing in 
our Constitution authorizing them. 
It was done as a war measure, and 
as such, it was a good investment 
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for us, as Otherwise we would have 
| spent more money and lost more 
| lives. Then, too, we required the 
money to be spent in this country, 
and I doubt whether the borrowing 
countries got much more than 50 
per cent of the nominal amount of 
the loans. The rest was our war- 
time profit—I do not mean to 
make any charge of graft. 

“Then we made loans after the 
war. That was still more difficult 
to explain—taxing our people to 
"lend to foreign governments that 
were in trouble—but I suppose it 
was a good thing to do, for we 
were sustaining peoples whose sur- 
vival was essential to the survival 
of civilization. We are still inter- 
ested in preserving civilization, and 
to that end it may be necessary to 
help those countries. If we are so 
closely related that their distress 
stops our prosperity, are not we 
interested in putting them on a 
basis to work successfully? 

We would have made money by 
canceling the debt years ago. The 
recovery of the nations would have 
made a favorable reaction which 
would have meant profit to us. 
That was the reason for the action 
at Lausanne for cessation of repa- 
rations. It was not a matter of 
sentiment. Herriot realized that 
France could not afford to let Ger- 
many go down.” 

Nagel added that there was 
“something inconsistent about for- 
giving debts to countries which 
have increased their armies,” but 
held that the need for concessions 
on the debts was an imperative 
one. 

Steps Toward Socialism,

: Constitutional Guarantees Re- 
stored in Five of Six 


Provinces.

By TAVANA, | Dec, 2.—Suspended 
constitutional guarantees of per- 
sonal liberties were restored yester- 
day in five of Cuba's six provinces 
by presidential decree. 

Only Havana was omitted and 
President Machado in making the 
decree public, sald “I trust that I 
shall be able to restore the guar- 
antees here, too, at an early date.“ 

Eight of the Constitution's ar- 
ticles relating to liberty have been 
suspended almost continuously 
since late in 1930. These articles 
deal with such rights as protection 
against unlawful arrest and con- 
finement thereafter, trial before 
competent courts as the law pre- 
scribes, inviolability of private pa- 


*" pers and of homes and the right 
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to hold peaceful meetings. 

Military rule in the five provinces 
was immediately relaxed, by in- 
structions from the presidential 
palace. The decree sald that causes 
which brought about suspension of 
guarantees and motivated the dec- 
laration of state of war have now 
disappeared. 

President Machado said that he 
had taken very important steps“ 
in the last few days to bring about 
political harmony and he promised 
to “continue studying and putting 
into force others without delay.“ 

The President’s campaign for 
eordiality, which Government 
spokesmen insist the President 
worked out himself, included four 
gcteps: 

1. Release of about 100 political 
prisoners. 

2. Practical removal of censor- 
ship from newspapers. 

3. Recalling of all military su- 
pervisors. 

4. Partial restoration of the 
guarantees.

This meeting was arranged after 
the original request by railway ex- 
ecutives was met by a sharp re- 
fusal on the part of the brother- 
hoods to entertain any such pro- 
posal. The present wage cut agree- 
ment expires in February. 

The railroad executives, Wash- 
ington officials understand, wilt 
base their argument on the prem- 
ise that rail workers are receiving 
a. higher scale than other indus- 
tries, that they can lend their ef- 
forts to business recovery by accept- 
ing a further cut, and thus main- 
tain the railway structure without 
impairment. 

Further, the executives will seek 
to prove, it is reported, that wages 
in coal, steel and other basic indus- 
tries justify their insistence that 
railway wages are too high, par- 
ticularly when consideration is giv- 
en to the fact that but six of the 
150 Class 1 carriers earned fixed 
charges during the first six months 
of this year. 

Leading railroads estimate that 
@ wage reduction of 15 per cent 
would effect savings of more than 
$200,000,000 a year on the basis 
of present employment. 


INDUSTRIES TO ASK CONGRESS 
TO MODIFY ANTI-TRUST LAWS 


Committee .- Appointed By Coal, 
Copper, Lumber and Oil Men 
to Draft Program. 

By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—A com- 


| mittee was appointed by represen- 


tatives of the coal, copper, lum- 
ber and oil industries yesterday to 
formulate a program designed to 
modify the anti-trust laws. The 
program is expected to be com- 
pleted in time for submission to 
the short session of Congress. 

Among the proposals to be stud- 
ied by the committee is a tentative 
measure offered by the National 
Coal Association, which called the 
conference, providing that indus- 
tries in the “natural resources” 
group be exempted from opera- 
tion of the anti-trust laws. 

Other bills to be studied relate 
to anti-trust matters prepared by 
the American Bar Association, the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, Senator David I. Walsh of 
Massachusetts, and Senator Ger- 
ald P. Nye of South Dakota. 

The committee is composed of 
C. E. Bockus, New York, president 
of the National Coal Association: 
Wilson Compton, Washington, sec- 
retary-manager of the National 
Lumber Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion; C. B. Ames, New York, presi- 
dent of the American Petroleum 
Institute, and William Church Os- 
born, New York, director of the 
Phelps Dodge Corporation.

Declares 1 Agreement Reducing Rep- 
arations Cannot Be Ratified Unless 
American Position Is Altered.

„1. In their note of Nov. 10, 
His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom put forward a 
request to the United States Gov- 
ernment to enter upon discus- 
sions with a view to the adjust- 
ment of the British war debt, 
and at the same time they sug- 
gested a suspension of the pay- 
ment due on Dec. 15, their pur- 
pose being to avoid the finan- 
cial and political unsettlement 
which must follow a resumption 
of war debt payments, to avert 
the intensification of the pres- 
ent world depression by the fur- 
ther disturbance of the ex- 
changes, to foster the revival of 
commercial confidence—of which 
some hesitating signs have re- 
cehtly appeared—and finally to 
allow of a close examination be- 
tween the United States and 
Great Britain of the whole sub- 
ject in preparation for the in- 
ternational economic conference. 

“9 His Majesty's Government 
warmly welcome that part of the 
reply of the United States *Gov- 
ernment in which they express 
their willjngness to facilitate 
such discussions and, noting that 
it does not appear to the United 
States Government that suffi- 
cient reasons have been given 
for their request for a suspen- 
sion of the December instalinrent, 
they now propose to set out in 
greater detail the consideration 
which actuated them in present- 
ing their previous note. 

Quotes From Basle Report. 

SECTION I. 

3. The war produced a pro- 
found disorder in the course of 
international trade and after 14 
years this disorder has culminat- 
ed in a crisis of unparalleled se- 
verity. It has resulted in a gen- 
eral collapse of trade throughout 
the civilized world with wide- 
spread unemployment and a dis- 
astrous fall in all national in- 
comes, including those’ of both 
the United States and of the 
United Kingdom. The causes of 
the depression may be manifold, 
but it has been generally recog- 
nized that war debts and repara- 
tions have been one of the major 
causes and that a settlement of 
these debts, which will relieve 
world anxieties under this head, 
is an indispensable condition of 
a revival of general prosperity. 
As the Basle committee declared 
in December, last, “the adjust- 
ment of all reparations and war 
debts to the troubled situation 
of the world is the only lasting 
step capable of establishing con- 
fidence, which is the very con- 
dition of economic stability and 
real peace.” The committee pro- 
ceeded, “we appeal to the gov- 
ernments on whom the respon- 
sibility for action rests to permit 
of no delay in coming to decis- 
ions which will bring an amelio- 
ration of this grave cricis which 
weighs so heavily on all alike.” 
While in some respects it may 
be difficult for governments to 
remedy the troubles of the world, 
there are certain steps which it 
is clearly within their powers 
and their responsibility to take. 

4. The system of war debts 
was called into being by the war 
requirements of the belligerent 
nations. The resources in man- 
power and production of the al- 
lied countries had from 1914 been 
wholly employed in the prosecu- 
tion of the war; their normal 
trading activities were to a large 
extent suspended and they had 
therefore less than their normal 
resources available for purchases 
abroad But the vast require- 
ments for war purposes in any 
case far exceeded any normal 
means to pay and could only be 
financed by means of lodns from 
producing countries. The loans 
raised, whether they were market 
loans or Government loans, were 
taken not in the form of money, 
but in the form of goods and 
enormously augmented the vol- 
ume of the exports of the lending 
countries. For example, before 
1915 the United States export 
surplus normally varied from 
$200,000,000 to $600,000,000. In 
1917 and 1918 it exceeded $3,- 
000,000,000 and in 1919 it was 
about $4,000,000,000. The United 
States made loans to the allies 
(including the United Kingdom) 
totaling approximately $10,000,- 
000,000 (£2,055,000,000 at par); 
the United Kingdom made loans 
to its European allies amounting 
to £1,600,000,000, equivalent (at 
par) to  $7,800,000,000; the 
French Goevrnment had made 
similar loans equivalent (at par) 
to $2,237,000,000.. In the aggre- 
gate these loans reach the colos- 
sal total of approximately $20,- 
600,000,000 (equivalent at par to 
over £4,000,000,000). 

Period “Tilusory.” 

5. If the course of commerce 
were deflected to the extent re- 
quired to repay these war-time 
debts, it would entail a radical 
alteration in the ecohomy both 
of debtor and of creditor coun- 
tries. During the first few years 
after the war this was recog-

‘nized and no attempt was made 


to collect them. But it proved 
impossible to secure a general 
agreement for their remission 
and the debtor powers were 


called upon to fund their en- 
‘ gagements. From 1923 onward 


a series of agreements were con- 
cluded providing for their re- 
payment on varying terms, and 
in 1924, a provisional settle- 
ment was reached of German 
reparations on the basis of the 
Dawes plan. The annuities pro- 
vided for in most of these agree- 
ments were low during the earl- 
ier years, and their payment was 
rendered possible by the flow of 
investment capital from the 
United States of America to the 
continent of Europe, which was 
then taking place. But the pros- 
perous period from 1923 to 1929 
was to a large extent illusory 
and the seeds of future trouble 
had already been sowed. 

6. In the summer of 1929 the 
storm that was brewing was not 
yet visible, and it was hoped 
that conditions were sufficiently 
stabilized for a final settlement 
of reparations in the form of the 


Young pl under which Ger- 
many u ok to pay annu- 
ities of abo 100,000,000 (100,- 


000,000 pounds at par) of which 
the major part was passed on as 
war debt payments. Unhappily 
almost before the ink had dried 
on the agreements embodying 
the Young plan the storm had 
burst upon the world. Startled 
and alarmed, lenders who for 
five years so liberally poured 
their capital into the continent 
of Europe withdrew such funds 
as were immediately recoverable. 
The debtors made desperate ef- 
forts to meet their liabilities, but 
confidence became more and 
more shaken and towards the 
middle of 1931 something like 
a panic prevailed. Since then 
the world has been living under 
the stress of repeated shocks 
which have completely under- 
mined the confidence on which 
the system of investment depend- 
ed. The process of disintegra- 
tion has been pursued to the 
point where it has become an at- 
tempt to liquidate not only pri- 
vate fortunes and industries, but 
whole countries. 

Currencies are threatened with 
instability if not with collapse, 
and controls and restrictions in- 
tended to remedy the trouble 
have merely aggravated it. Ev- 
erywhere taxation has been ruth- 
lessly increased and expenditure 
drastically curtailed and yet bud- 
gets are in deficit or are bal- 
anced with ever increasing dif- 
ficulty. In all directions there 
are signs of paralysis of trade 
and the threat of bankruptcy 


‘and of financial collapse. 


The international monetary 
mechanism, without which the 
modern world cannot effect- 
ively conduct its daily life, 
is being broken into pieces with 
all the manifold forms of priva- 
tion and distress which this in- 
volves. 

Causes of the Trouble. 

The countries of the world 
cannot even begin to consider 
how to restore this mechanism 
until the causes which under- 
mined confidence have been re- 
moved. One of the most impor- 
tant of these is the system of 
inter-governmental debts. 

7. These inter-governmental 
debts are radically different 
from commercial loans raised by 
foreign governments on the mar- 
ket for productive purposes, 
Such commercial loans are nor- 
mally self-liquidating. The mar- 
ket loans thus raised during the 
last hundred years have con- 
verted whole territories from 
desolate swamps or uninhabited 
plains to flourishing provinces 
teeming with human life and 
producing great additions to the 
wealth of the world. Such pro- 
@uctive loans directly afford 
means whereby the borrower can 


, repay them with interest and at 


the same time become more 
prosperous. 

But reparations and war loans 
represent expenditure on de- 
struction. Fertile fields were- 
rendered barren and populous 
cities a shattered ruin. Such 
expenditure, instead of produc- 
ing a slow and steady accumu- 
lation of wealth, destroys in a 
few hours stored-up riches of the 
past. 

Like the shells on which they 
were largely spent, these loans 
were blown to pieces. They have 
produced nothing to repay them 
and they have left behind noth- 
ing but fresh complications and 
perplexities. 

8. Repayment of these war 
debts necessitates unnatural 
wide- 
spread economic evil. In so far 
as they have been paid in the 
past, their payment was made 
possible directly or indirectly by 
further foreign: leriding on the 
part of creditor countries which 
temporarily cenceal but eventu- 
ally aggravate the difficulties. 

In the long run international 
debts can only be paid in the 
form of goods or services. But 
as the Basle report of Aug. 18, 
1931, truly pointed out, in re- 
cent years the world has béen

| tradictory policies in permitting 


the development of an interna- 
tional financial system which in- 
volves the annual payment of 
large sums by debtor to creditor 
countries while at the same time 

putting obstacles in the way of 
the free movement of goods. So 
long as these obstacles remain 
such movements of capital must 
necessarily throw the world’s fi- 
nancial balance out of equilbi- 
rium.” 

9. The creditors in 80 far as 
they have refused acceptance of 
payment in goods have com- 
pelled their debtors to pay in 
gold. This has led to a drain on 
the gold reserves of many coun- 
tries, and this in turn has forced 
up the price of gold in terms of 
commodities or, in other words, 
has forced down the price of 
commodities in terms of gold 
currencies. 

This fall in prices has caused 
widespread ruin to producers in 
debtor and creditor countries 
alike and threatens disastrous 
social and political repercussions. 
It has seriously increased the 
burden of commercial debts; 
but; it has rendered intolerable 
the pecuniary! burden of unpro- 
ductive ‘war debts. 


Abandonment of Gold Standard. 

10. The difficulties of main- 
taining payments fixed under 
existing agreements first became 
acute in the case of Germany 
and despite the moratorium 
adopted as the result of Mr. Hoo- 
ver's initiative last year, appre- 
hensions created by tho situation 
in that country caused large 
withdrawals of credits which in 
turn involved London as a lead- 
ing international center. Conse- 
quent . movements -of capital 
forced the United Kingdom to 
abandon the gold standard and 
while sterling has remained more 
stable in terms of goods than 
gold currencies, the events of 
September, 1931, gave a profound 
shock to confidence in the mon- 
etary system throughout the 
world. 

Thus the baneful effects of 
these unnatural transfers in re- 
spect of reparations and war 
debts have gravely accentuated 
the difficulties of all five conti- 
nents including many countries 
which were neither debtors nor 
creditors in “the tragic book- 
keeping” which resulted from 
the war. 

Confidence and credit cannot 
revive until an end has been put 
to these attempts to force the 
stream of capital to flow uphill. 

Mellon's Statement Quoted. 

11. In this connection it is per- 
tinent to recall the statement 
made by the Secretary of the 
United States Treasury in his an- 
nual report for 1924-1925 that 
the principle of capacity to pay 
does not equire the foreign 
debtor to ‘pay to the full exetnt 
of its present or future capacity. 
The debtor Government must, he 
continued, be permitted to pre- 
serve and improve its economic 
position, to bring its budget into 
balance and to place its finances 
and currency on a sound basis, 
and to maintain and if possible 
to improve the standard of liv- 
ing of its citizens. No settlement 
which is oppressive and retards 
the recovery and development of 
the foreign debtor is to the best 
interests of the United States or 
of Europe.” 

The resumption on war debt 
payments in present circum- 
stances appears altogether in- 
consistent with the principles 
here laid down. 

Experience has im fact shown 
that when dealing with interna- 
tional transfers of the character 
and of the unprecedented mag- 
nitude of the post-war intergov- 
ernmental obligations, the prin- 
ciple of “capacity to pay of the 
debtor—even if thus applied— 
can only be regarded as of sec- 
ondary importance compared 
with* an even wider principle, 
viz: That of the capacity of 
the world to endure the economic 
and financial consequences which 
those transfers would involve. 


Burden on Taxpayers. 

12. It is in the light of these 
wider economic and financial 
consequences that successive 
British Governments have framed 
their well-known policy on this 


question which is referred to in 


a later passage of this note. 

His Majesty's Government are 
aware that any remission of the 
war debts may be criticised as 
transferring liability from the 
taxpayer in the borrowing coun- 
try to the taxpayer in the lend- 
ing country, and in this respect 
taxpayers in the United Kingdom 
and in the United States are in 
much the same position. 

Both are already bearing a 
large share of the burden of the 
war debts and would continue to 
bear it even if all existing war 
debt arrangements between the 
Governments could be main- 
tained. For example, in the case 
of the United Kingdom, the ef- 
fect of its reparation and war 
debt arrangements was to pro- 
vide the sum sufficient to cover 
current payments to the United 
States Government. But this 
does not mean that the British 
taxpayer was relieved from his 
burdens in respect of the ad- 
vances made to the Allies dur- 
ing the war; on the contrary, he 
was left to find over £80,000,- 
000 a year ($390.000,000 at par) 
for interest on internal loans out 
of which those advances had 
been made. 

For all the reparation and 
war debt receipts of the United 
Kingdom are required to cover 
the current payments due on its 
own war debt to the United 
States Government, and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom taxpayer has had 
each year to find from his own 
resources the amount required 
for interest on advances made by 


the United Kingdom to the Allics . 
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Sich, aa stated above, ‘amounted 
— a total of about £1,600,000,000 
—$7,$00,000,000 at p 
Interests of Nations Identical. 


In the ease of the United” 


States the amount er from for- 


elgn governments in respect of 
war debt payments is now 8270. 
000,000 a year, and if this were 
not received, it would increase 
by that amount the burden on 
the American taxpayer. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the pol- 
icy which His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have consistently advocated 
is one which, if it involves sac- 
rifices on the part of American 
taxpayers, has involved similar 
sacrifices.on the part of their 
own taxpayers. 

The interests of the two coun- 
tries looked at from this stand- 
point.are the same.

13. Payments across exchange, 
restricted as they are by the ef- 
fect of tariffs and trade barriers;

by comparison, not with the vol- 
ume of internal revenue, but 
with the balance of trade, 80 
long as the debtor natfons are 
compelled by every means to 
augment their export surpluses 


an order to meet intergovern- 


mental debt burdens they cannot 
play their part in the normal 
economic operations of commerce 
and their diminished purchasing 
power will reflect itself in di- 
minished receipts for producers 
in the creditor country with con- 
sequent fall in prices, depression 
of industry and unemployment. 

Even a partial recovery of 
business activity in creditor 
countries as a consequence of the 
removal of these abnormal con- 
ditions would result in additional 
receipts from tax on the existing 
scale which would compensate 
the exchequers of creditor coun- 
tries many times over for the 
loss of revenues involved in re- 
vision of the war debt settle- 
ments. 

Untold Loss of Wealth. 

14. The loss which both the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States taxpayers would suffer 
from reconsideration of the war 
debts cannot be measured in the 
same scales as the untold loss 
of wealth and human misery 
caused by the present economic 
crisis. 

The value of international 
trade had already six months 
ago decreased in three years by 
50 per cent or by the equivalent 
ef $5,000,000 for every hour, 
night and day, that passes and 
the situation has since deteriorat- 
ed even further. 

It will not profit a creditor 
country to collect a few million 
pounds or dollars if it thereby 
perpetuates a world disorder 
which reacting on itself involves 
losses of revenue many times 
greater; and a settlement, how- 
ever generous it may seem, which 
relieves the economic machinery 
of the world by clearing up these 
inter - governmental payments, 
would be repaid again and again 
by the contribution which it 
would make to world revival. 

15. For this loss and suffer- 
ing is not due to the niggardli- 
ness of nature. The triumphs of 
physical science are ever grow- 
ing and the vast potentialities of 
the production of real wealth re- 
main unimpaired. 

It is in the power of the Gov- 
ernments of the world and par- 
ticularly of the United States and 
of the United Kingdom as the 
two greatest creditor nations, if 
they unite in 
make the first and essential step 
towards averting disaster, finan- 
cial, economic and political. 


SECTION H. 

16. For the reasons given in 
the preceding paragraphs His 
Majesty’s Government base. their 
request for a re-examination of 
the whole situation on the fact 
that payment of the war debts 
has in their view been proved to 
be inconsistent with the present 
economic organization of the 
world and that any resumption 
of these payments is bound to 
accentuate the gravity of the 
present crisis and to compromise 
fatally all efforts to counteraet it. 

But apart from these general 
considerations, His Majesty’s 
Government hold the sincere con- 
viction that this request is fully 
justified on the grounds of the 
past record of the United King- 
dom in the matter of intergov- 
ernmental debts and of their 
present position. 

Analysis of War Expenditure. 

17. In the first place they 
would draw attention to the un- 
precedented efforts which have 
been made by the United King- 
dom. The total British war ex- 
penditure in the United States 
amounted to approximately $12,- 
000,000,000 (£2,400,000,000). Of 
this total only about one-third 
was financed by borrowing from 
the United States Government. 
Approximately $3,000,000,000 
(£600,000,000) was obtained by 
the sale of gold and of securities 
representing available capital as- 
sets which His Majesty's Govern- 
ment had at its. disposal, the 
transfer of which har of course 
reduced the permanent wealth of 
this country. 

In addition His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment raised commercial loans 
on the United States market be- 
fore the entry of the United 
States into the war to the amount 
of about $1,480,000,000 
000,000 at par). The balance of 
the British war expenditure in. 
the United States was financed , 
by the export of British goods | 
and by the relmbursement on the

Policy Toward Allies. 

18. Meanwhile the United 

Kingdom had claims on its Allies 


in respect of the war loans it had 


made. The advances made by 
this country amounted as stated 
above, to £1,600,000,000 (37,800, 
000,000) and had increased sub- 
sequently by the addition of un- 
paid interest to the capital. 
Shorty) after the war His Ma- 
jesty’s government offered to join 
in any equitable arrangement for 
the reduction or cancelation of 
inter-allied debts provided it was 
of an all-round character.. 

That proposal was not accept- 
ed and His Majesty’s government 
were called upon to fund their 
debt io the United States of 
America. They then ann6unced 
that they would limit their de- 
mands on their own debtors to 
the amount that they were them- 
selves required to pay to their 
creditor the fact that His M 
jesty’s government were the first 
to fund their debt to the United 
States of America, and that some 
time elapsed before their debtors 
completed funding agreements 
with them, has resulted in their 
receipts from their debtors be- 
ing less than half their payments 
to their creditor. 

Relative Positions of ‘Nation. 

The relative position is that 
the United States of America 
made loans amounting to $10,- 
000,000,000 (£2,055,000,000) and 
the United Kingdom made simi- 
lar loans ‘amounting to $7,800,- 
000,000. (£1,600,000,000); the 
United States have received for 
the benefit of their taxpayers 
$2,112,000,000 (£434,000,000) and 
the United Kingdom have re- 
ceived for the benefit of their 
taxpayers nothing, have passed 
on all their receipts to the United 
States, and have paid out of the 
pockets of their taxpayers to the 
United States $651,000,000 
(£134,000,000). 

In fact, when interest has been 
taken into account, some £200,- 
000,000 ($973,000,000 at par) has 
been found by the British tax- 
payer. 

It may be ohserved that while 
the British share of the total 
indebtedness to the United: States 
is only 40 per cent, of the total 
debt payments made to the Unit- 
ed States 80 per cent has come 
from Great Britain. The efforts 
which this has involved to the 
British nation, comin; as they 
did after the losses resulting from 
the war, constitute in the view of 
His Majesty’s Government a 
strong claim to consideration on 
the part of the United States 
Government. 

Change of Circumstances, , 

19. Moreover, His Majesty's 
Government feel justified in call- 
ing attention to the changes of 
circumstances which have in- 
creased the burden of their 0 
ligations. 

In the first place, the British 
debt is expressed in terms of 
gold, but the burden on the 
British people is measured in 
terms of sterling. The payment 
due on Dec. 15 is owing to this 
circumstance increased from 
19% million pounds to approxi- 
mately 30 million pounds. The 
importance of this from the na- 
tional standpoint needs no em- 
phasis. 

In fact, however, as already 
stated, the discharge of all in- 
ternational debts must in the 
long run take the form of a 
transfer of goods or services. 
The average wholesale price in- 
dex in the United States during 
the period when the debt was in- 
curred was 189 and is now un- 
der 94 (taking 1913 as a basis in 
each case). 

The debt, therefore, represents 
today in terms of goods not less 
than twice the amount which 
was borrowed. 

In this connection His 3 
ty’s Government would piont out 
that the effect of the American 
tariff has been to restrict rather 
than to facilitate the import of 
manufactured goods which the 
United Kingdom produces and 
the difficulties in this respect 
have not decreased in recent 
years. In 1923 when the British 
war debt was funded the war 
debt annuity amounted to £33,- 
000,000, or approximately half 


the value of British domestic ex- — 


ports to the United States (£60.- 
000,000). 


(At the exchange rate of $4.57 


in 1923, the annuity was abo 
$1650,810,000; and British exports 
to the United States about $274.,- 


200,000.)

20. If therefore war debt pay- 
ments had te be resumed, it is 
apparent that the exchange posi- 
tion of this country would need 
to be strengthened by a reduction 
of the very heavy adverse bal- 
ance of the visible trade of the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States which amounted to £78,- 
000,000 in 1931. | 

In present circumstances this 
could only be done by adopting 
measures which would further 
restrict British purchases of 
American goods. 


Must Reduce Farm Purchases. 

The United Kingdom has up to 
the present~ generally been the 
best customer of the United 
States and the result of such re- 
strictions would inevitably be to 
reduce specially the market in 
the United Kingdom for Amer- 
ican farm products. 

To the extent therefore that 
payments were resumed to the 
United States Treasury a definite 
and unfavorable reaction must 
follow to the United States pro- 


' ducer. 


Moreover His Majesty's gov- 
would also have to 


guard against the effects which 


‘would follow if the facilittes of- 


fered by the British market were 
sed by other debtors of Amer- 
ica to obtain sterling which they 
would then sell across the ex- 
change in order to meet their 
obligation to the United States 
Government. After the war the 
United Kingdom attempted to 
maintain its traditional trading 
system of free importts with the 
result that debtor countries 
throughout the world sold their 
goods on the British market and 
took the proceeds away over the 
exchange or in gold to meet their 
obligations elsewhere. | 

Under the stress of the pres- 
ent crisis His Majesty's govern- 
ment have had to modify their 
system and to adopt tariffs; but 
the United Kingdom still fmports 
from abroad goods to the value 
of several hundreds of million 
pounds in excess of what it ex- 
ports and it would’ be necessary 
to consider what action could be 
taken to secure that the sterling 
proceeds of these imports were 
used more largely for the benefit 
of the British market. 

SECTION III: 

21. President Hoover in ex- 
plaining his proposal for a sus- 
pension of intergovernmental 
payments for a year beginning 
July 1. 1931, stated that its ob- 
ject was “to relieve the pressure 
of the difficulties resulting from 
the fall in prices and the lack of 
confidence in economic and po- 
litical stability and to assist in 
the re-establishment of confi- 
dence thus forwarding political 
peace and economic stability in 
the world.“ 

The action then taken gave a 
much needed respite but it was 
not sufficient to restore confi- 
dence. Depression still continues 
and a resumption of war debt 
payments toda would for the 
reasons outlined above involve 
economic reactions which must 
intensify the instability of the 
world. . 

If President Hoover’s hopes 
are to be realized definite reme- 


dial action requires to be taken |

Cites Lausanne Agreement, 
22. The initiative in devising a 


‘settlement of reparations was 


taken by the creditor govern- 
ments r Germany at Lausanne 
with the cognizance and appro- 
val of the United States Govern- 
ment. An arrangement was there 
signed under which Germany 
would be substantially’ relieved 
of a burden which had become 
intolerable and the participating 
creditors agreed provisionally 
among themselves to a waiver 
of their intergovernmental debts. 

It was in the nature of things 
inevitable that that settlement 
was provisional and that its com- 
pletion was dependent wpon a 
satisfactory settlement in respect 
of the debts for which the cred- 
itor Powers themselves were 
liable to the United States Gev- 
ernment. 

23. The United States Govern- 
ment have frequently reiterated 
that they do not admit any con- 
nection between reparations and 


Far debts: but this differentia- 


tion in the matter of intergov- 
ernmental obligations arising out 
of the war is not accepted by 
other countries which have cred- 
itor claims on the German Gov- 
ernment and whose ability to 
meet their own debt payments 
to the United States and to the 
Unite Kingdom is undoubtedly 


affected by the extent to which 


themselves are paid by Ger- 
many. 

Whichever view is academical- 
ly correct there is a de facto 
connection. between these two 
sets of intergovernmental obli- 
gations and this was by implica- 
tion admitted by the United 
States Government when they 
proposed a moratorium on all 
intergovernmental obligations 
last year. 0 


Effect of Payment. 
Moreover his Majesty's Gov- 
ernment take it for granted that 
preferential treatment would 
never be claimed for war debts 
due to the United States as com- 
pared with those due to this 


country: and a situation in which 


this country was required to 
continue war debt payments 
while foregoing -war debt pay- 
ments due to it would be admit- 
ted at once to be unthinkable. 

“Thus if payment of the sums 
due in respect of the British 
war debt to the United States 
Government were to be resumed, 
his Majesty’s Gevernment would 
be obliged to reopen the ques- 
tion of payments from their 
Ovn debtors—France, Italy, 
Portugal, Jugo-Slavia, Rou- 
mania, Greece and also the Brit- 
ish Dominions. The debtor‘ coun- 
tries would in turn have to de- 
mand payment by Germany of her 
obligations under the Young plan 
and the United Kingdom would 
have to do likewise. 

Without a readjustment of war 
debt obligations the Lausanne 
agreement could not be ratified: 
~ the question of reparations would 
remain unsettled; 
ment in confidence which fol- 
lowed the Lausdnne agreements 
would be undone and fatal re- 
Sults might well be found to 
have accrued to the solution of 
many grave political as well as 
financial problems now under 
discussion. 


Advantage of 8 

24. His Majesty's Government 
understand that the Government 
of the United States have already 
appreciated the force of these 
considerations in the light of 
which they have recognized the 
desirability of a discussion of the 
major point stressed in a pre- 
vious communication, namely, 
the revision of the existing debt 
obligations. 

But His Majesty’s Government 
wish to emphasize their convic- 
tion that their proposal for a 
suspension of the December pay- 
ment, a proposal which would in 
no way affect any ultimate set-

tlement, is necessary in order to 
create conditions favorable to a 


The difficulties of making 
transfer in present circumstances 
are so great and would involve 
such far-reaching reactions both 
financial and political, that the 
resulting doubts and anxieties in 
regard to the immediate situa- 
tion would distract the attention 
of Governments and peoples 
when the chief need was an ob. 
jective and systematic approach 
to the problem to be solved. 

Difficulty of Gold Payment. 

25. Allusion has been made 
in the last paragraph to the dirti- 
culty of any attempt to meet the 
payment on Dec. 18 by transfer 
across exchange. It has been 
the object of His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment to take all possible steps 
to mitigate fluctuations in the 
relative value of sterling and gold 
currencies. 

To this end, having in the 
first place repaid in full large 
témporary credits borrowed in 
connection with the financial 
crisis of the preceding year, they 
have acquired certain reserves 
in gold and in foreign exchange, 
but though these reserves are 
adequate for the purpose for 
which they were desighed, they 
were not intended and would not 
suffice to cover as well the Pay- 
ment of $95,500,000 due on 
Dec. 15. 

The exchange difficulty would 
remain even if the device wee 
adopted of payment in sterling 
to a blocked account; for the 
existence of a large sum await- 
ing transfer would affect the 
market almost as seriously s an 
actual purchase of exchange. The 
only remaining alternative would 
be payment in gold. 

Such a method of payment 
would involve the sacrifice of a 

considerable part of the gold re. 
serves of the Bank of England 


which are widely regarded as no 


more than sufficient for the re- 
sponsibilities of London as a 
financial center. 

26. His Majesty's Government 
trust that the full statement of 
their views which they have now 
made will demonstrate clear'y 
the ground upon which their re- 
quest was based, namely, their 
own profound conviction that a 
resumption of the war debt pay- 
ments.as they existed before the 
Hoover moratorium would inev- 
tably deepen the depression in 
world trade and would lead to 
further falls in commodity prices 
with disastrous consequences 
from which no nation would be 
exempt.

Neither 
Blumenfield nor Costello has been 
seen since. Vitale and Lily reached 
West End in the cabin boat. 
Costello and Blumenfield were 
under bond on liquor charges here, 
according to Sheriff Baker, who 
said Blumenfield had been sen- 
tenced to prison in Illinois in 1927 
for robbery. 


„Costello has been arrested in St. 
Louis and surrounding towns in in- 
vestigations of gang killings, rob- 
berey and kidnaping. In 1928, Cos- 
tello, then 20 years old, was indict- 
ed with several others for the mur- 
der of John Gray and his wife, 
Catherine, whose charred bodies 
were found in a burned automo- 
bile near Collinsville, The evidence 
was circumstantial, and Madison 
County authorities consented to 
turn the youths over to the Circuit 
Attorney of St. Louis for trial on 
robberey charges. Costello plead- 
ed guilty on two charges of rob- 
bery and was sentenced to five 
years in the penitentiary.

Device Said to Disclose if Con- 
cealed Weapons Are Car- 
ried by Visitors. 


A “detectograph,” designed to 
reveal the presence of concealed 
weapons or saws in the ‘possession 


lof visitors to the City Jail, has 


been installed and will be ready 
for use shortly, it was disclosed to- 
day in the final report of the Sép- 
tember grand jury to Circuit Judge 
Bader. 

The favorable comment of the 
grand jury on the device was the

stalled. It was manufactured and 
sold to the city by the Pauly Jail 
Building Co. The installation in- 
cludes concealed wiring in the jail 
corridor. . 

When 4 person carrying 3 
weapon or other metal object of 
similar size passes within the field 
of the wiring system the reaction 
produced in the field lights an elec- 
tric bulb and rings a bell in the 
jailer’s office. In the absence of 
the electrical engineer who de- 
signed the apparatus the jail build- 
ing company is without a fuller 
explanation of its operation.

A petition for a receiver for the 
H. P. Coffee Co., 1000 Clark ave- 
nue, was filed in Circuit. Court 
yesterday by Walter H. Petring; 


alleges that his nephew, William 
H. Petring, has “usurped” control 
and that his policy as general man- 
ager has caused a decrease in the 
volume of business. The company 
was organized in 1897 and has a 
capitalization of $660,000, most of 
the stock being held by members 
of the Petring family. 

The petition, filed by the law 
firm of Cobbs & Logan, sets out 
that William Petring in 1925, fol- 
lowing the death of his father, 
George H. Petring, president, arbi- 
tralily attempted to assume ocntrol 
of the firm, stating to his uncle, 
“T am going to take my father’s 
place in this business.“ 

According to the petition, the 
annual net profits from 1921 to 
1927 averaged $238,972, while from 
1928 to 1931, inclusive, the aver- 
age was $116,165, of which $24,- 
957 was interest from Government 
bonds. It is alleged that in the 
first 10 months of the present year 
the estimated profits barely ex- 
ceeded the interest on the bonds. 

Besides the appointment of a 
réceiver, the suit asks for removal 
of William Petring, his brother-in- 
law, Burnet Cutten, vice-president, 
and another brother-in-law, Her- 
bert H. Luedinghaus, a director, as 
officers.

Lale That Virus Disease 
As Caused, Not by Germ, But By 
Chemical Produced By Victim 


Prof. Car G. | G. Vinson of 
Missouri U. Tells Results 
of Experiments That Up- 


set Popular Conception. 


F sournas medical historians, the 


Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association said in a recent 
may regard an achieve- 
ment of Prof. Carl G. Vinson o 
Missouri University as one of the 
most tmportant advances in infec- 
tious theory since the work of 
Lister and Pasteur.” 

Dr. Vinson, whose first-hand 
account was obtained by the Post- 
Dispatch when he visited St. Louis 
last week, developed experimental 
proof in plant research that one 
virus disease—and, inferentially, 
perhaps some others—may be 
caused by a chemical produced by 
its victim. 

The virus diseases of man include 
smallpox, yellow fever and infan- 
tile paralysis. The popular concep- 
tion has laid them all to ultra- 
microscopic organisms, like other 
germs except that they could not 
be seen with microscopes and 
could pass through laboratory fil- 
ters. 


How He Made Test. 


Dr. Vinson, professor of horti- 
culture in the agricultural college, 
succeeded in crystallizing the virus 
of the mosaic disease, which affects 
tobacco leaves. In a most rarified 
stratum of research, the quest for 
the essential nature of the filter- 
able viruses, it rendered ext:emely 
remote the possibility that a germ 
had anything to do with this par- 
ticular virus. 

With related experiments, Dr. 
Vinson and his co-workers in ®» 
College of Agriculture piled up 
evidence that the virus was an 
enzyme, a cel] “ferment’’ produced 
by the living tissues of the victim, 
comparable with the body enzymes 
that digest food. 

This conclusion, and the faculty 
of multiplication common to the 
disease viruses, remarked Dr. Vin- 
son and St. Louis scientists who 
gathered about him, led up against 
a strange hypothesis. Such appar- 
ent reproductiveness in an inani- 
mate substance myst mean tha&t it 
was auto-catalytic—that is, stimu- 
lated its own production by living 
tissues. 

No known enzyme, commented 
Dr. Vinson, had been found to have 
that faculty. But every other jis- 
cernible*hypothesis seemed even 
less plausible, 

Recalls Theory in 1926. 

He mentioned one advanced sev- 
eral years ago by Dr. B. M. Dugzgar, 
noted plant pathologist, formerly 
of Shaw's Garden. Dr. Duggar, 
after many years’ research on mo- 
saic disease, suggested in 1926 that 
the virus might be composed of 
“simple living particles,” differing

from many inanimate organic sug- 
stances only in the power of re- 
production. 

Here, Dr. Duggar reasoned, 
might be a bridge for the evolu- 
tionary gap between the most com- 
plex inanimate substance and the 
simplest living organism. His “‘liv- 
ing particle” was not an organism, 
but a mere molecule or cluster of 
molecules, eating“ by the joining 
of particles, just as bubbles drift 
together on a cup of tea, and “re- 
producing” by breaking in two. 

But crystallization would be an 
ordeal for even the simplest “living 
particle” to survive. And, planting 
the virus in dead; tissues and arti- 
ficial culture media, Dr. Vinson 
found that, thus left to its own re- 
sources, it did not multiply. 

Conclusive as scientists have 
deemed. his evidence for the en- 
zymic nature of the mosaic virus, 
Dr. Vinson emphasized that the 
causes of virus diseases seemed to 
differ. In some, he pointed out, 
evidence had been found somewhat 
similar to his own in mosaig dis- 
ease, while indication of a causa - 
tive organism aoe been reported in 
others. 

Lecture at Washington U. 

„Virus“ simply meant poison,“ 
and the virus diseases” had been 
a sort of catch-all for diseases 
where no germ had been isolated, 
Dr. Vinson related in an Academy 
of Science lecture at Washington 
University. 

Most scientists,“ he remarked, 
hold that all diseases, those of the 
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filterable viruses. included, will 
eventually be proved to be due to 
micro-organisms or germs—it only 
being a matter-of being able to dis- 
cern the correct germ and tech- 
nically to demonstrate its pres- 
cae that there ‘was “nothing 
new” in his results, he ‘said, It

FRISCO RECEIVERS AUTHORIZED 
TO SETTLE SUIT AGAINST BANK 


$150,521 Action Grew Out of Em- 

’ bezzlement By a Traffic Man- 

ager of Railroad. 

The receivers of the Frisco Rail- 
road, James M. Kurn and John G. 
Lonsdale, were authorized today by 
Judge Faris to effect a settlement 
of the Frisco’s suit against the 
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Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney Bank. 
The suit, for $150,521, was filed in 
May, 1930, and was based on the 
embezzlement of that sum by Oliv- 
er D. Chalmers, who had been 
manager of mail arid express traf- 
fic for the Frisco. 

Chalmers cashed, at the bank, 
checks made out to the Frisco by 
St. Louis and Kansas City newspa- 
pers, for carrying papers in bas- 
gage cars. He used the money in 
gambling over a period of four 
years. To cash the checks, he 
forged the railroad’s indorsement 
on some, and indorsed others with 
his own name. The Frisco, which 
transacted its banking business 
with another bank, charged that 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney Bank 
was negligent in cashing the 
checks without inquiry. Chalmers 
pleaded guilty of embezzlement 
and went to the penitentiary un- 
der a 7-year sentence. He is now 
seeking release on parole. 

The receivers, in their applica- 
tion, stated that they believed a 
compromise settlement of the suit 
would be possible and advisable. 
They also asked and obtained au- 
thority to pay claims for freight 
and baggage losses, and over- 
charge refunds, to an amount not 
to exceed $110,000, and to advance 
$15,000 to the Birmingham Belt 
Railroad Co. for payment of its 
taxes. The belt road serves the 
Frisco at Birmingham, Ala.

SHUN, Manchuria, Dec. 2.— 


Bight riving Manchurian villages 
ere laid prene by bombing air- 


planes, machine guns and the torch 
in the recent Japanese massacre. 

I tramped through the tragic 
ruins of each of them, finding new 
evidence of the slaughter. 

In each stricken community, the 
same story was told by those ter- 
ror-stricken survivors who escaped. 

The 2700, who included men, 
women and children, were put to 
death and all their possessions de- 
stroyed because Japanese soldiers 
thought they allowed Manchurian 
insurrectionists to bivouac in their 
homes prior to an attack on 
Fushun. 

From Fushun I made my way 
through a barbed-wire gate and 
struck out across country for Chi- 
enchinpu, the nearest of the eight 
villages in the stricken area. To 
reach it, it was necessary to wade 
half a dozen ice-crusted creeks. 

A Somber Picture. 

The little village, with its cluster 
of poor houses, was on the right 
side of the road. A scene of deso- 
lation unfolded itself. Chinese vil- 
lages are always noisy. This one 
was as silent as the grave. There 
were no men, women or children to 
welcome me or greet my appear- 
ance with suspicion. 

Virtually every home was de- 
stroyed. The charred remnants of 
beams and roofs littered the floor 
space inside the blackened walls. 
I visited each one. It meant cross- 
ing the threshold and then stum- 
bling over roof tiles, pieces of 
shattered pottery and dishes, bent 
American oil tins that once were 
used as water buckets, smashed 
idols and broken kitchen utensils. 

The central courtyard of each 
home also told a mute story. 

Life was not spared nor was 
anything of value. 

In the courtyards were the ashes 
of two-wheeled peasant carts. 

Heavy stone mortars, used for 
making bricks and often a family’s 
sole means of livelihood, were 
broken and cracked. 

Occasionally a passerby would 
stop and tell some first-hand story 
of the massacre, naming friends 
and relatives, recalling how they 
died by machine gun fire, or at 
the point of bayonets or in the 
flames which destroyed their 
homes. 

Survivor's Story. 

Each one that I met had his 
Take Tung for 
lost his two elder 
sisters but managed to get his pa- 
rents safely away. 

Only 200 died in Chienchinpu. 
This was due to the fact that it 
lies nearest to the city of Fushun, 
and word came early that the Jap- 
anese were on their way. 

The Story of Tung. 

“In this house,” Tung said, 
pointing to four charred walls, “a 
man and his good wife died be- 
cause they would not heed the 
warning to flee. They were 
marched outside the village. Others 
too slow to get away were marched 
outside too. The big airplanes 
dropped bombs on them. But they 
didn’t do too much damage. It 
was the machine guns which were 
rich in death. 

“Our village had a hundred fam- 
ilies. Once the Japanese posted 
themselves in the surrounding hills, 
escape was impossible. The people 
were taken to a slope beyond sight 
of their homes and then the vil- 
lages were burned. They were 
killed.“ 

I looked about me. The apparent 
discipline and precision with which 
the reprisal was carried out was 
¢ splayed in its most horrifying as- 
pect. Every house shared the same 
fate. Not even small buildings, sev- 
eral hundred yards from the living 
quarters, escaped, although this 
extra destruction required addition- 
al labor. Not a roof was left. 
Every cart was wrecked or burned. 
Not a pig or a hen was permitted 
to live, not even a dog. 

The second village presented the 
same appearance. Here, what had 
been a prosperous brick kiln was 
but a mass of rubble. 

The home of the proprietor and 
his family and the homes of his 
workmen consisted as usual of four 
empty walls. Several survivors 
clambered over the debris and 
came to tell me individual stories 
of horror. 

“Here Lao Tai-tai was pinned 
beneath the blazing beams of the 
home she wouldn't leave and was 
9 to ashes.“ said one. 

A Story of 

My investigation also I 
that the village of Tatungchia, 10 
miles south of Fushun, suffered a 
similar fate six days before the in- 
vasion of Fushun. 

Under hazardous circumstances, 
I visited these villages and con- 
versed with scores of inhabitants 
throughout the countryside. 

Almost a fortnight before the 
Fushun attack, 14 Japanese sol- 
diers lunched in the village of Ta- 
tungchia. When they left they were 
fired on outside the town. Four of 
the Japunese were killed and the 
others fled. 


The peasants declare that nobody 


in Tatungchia village was involved. 
But soon six trucks loaded with 
Japanese came along, stopping long 
enough in the village of Mengchia- 
kun nearby to burn three houses. 
When they reached Tatungchia, 
they shot to death or bayoneted 20 
men, women and children who hap- 
pened to be on the streets, eye- 
witnesses say. 

Ariplanes meanwhile 
the surrounding region. 

The next day, the six truckloads 
of Japanese came back again, and 
on this visit burned 100 houses. The 
young man who told me this lives 
in a nearby village. Among those 
killed were his uncle. 

The rebel attack on Fushun 
which resulted in the massacre was 
carried out, according to the peas- 
ants, by 6000 Red Spears and other 
insurrectionists who came from the 
Hsinpin region, 40 miles away. 
They were divided into three 
groups, the middle one forming 
south of Fushun and the other two 
forming flank lines slanting to the 
right and left. Only the center di- 


bombed 


-vision was able to enter Fushun. 


They entered the sleeping city an 
hour before midnight. At 3 a. m. 
they fled. 

Japanese reinforcements from 
Mukden and other railway points 
were rushed to Fus“ un to support 
the local garrison of 600 men. In 
retaliation for the attack. the Japa- 
nese instituted systematic reprisals 
on the neighboring villages along 
the three routes by which the Red 
Spears approached. 

The right wing of the rebels fled 
south through Ping-Tingtsun and 
Litsekow, where there were 600 
families. The Japanese assembled 
several thousand inhabitants on the 
hillsides, according to the tales of 
refugees and inhabitants. 


Machine Guns as Cameras.“ 

One Han, who lives in a village 
eight miles from Fushun, told of 
rushing from his house when he 
heard a hubbub in the streets. A 
man named Foo had arrived, unin- 
jured. Incoherently, he told of the 
massacre from which he had 
miraculously escaped. 

He told of being led out of his 
home by the Japanese, carrying his 
aged mother on his back. He told 
of being taken to a hillside with 
hundreds of others and told not 
to leave as a search was under w 
for the red spears. Anyone fou 
in the vicinity and classified as a 
rebel would be summarily executed, 
he was told. While waiting, their 
homes were systematically burned. 

The Japanese then told the ter- 
ror-stricken victims that they were 
to be photographed. 

But instead of cameras they used 
machine guns. Instead of lenses 
they used bullets. Foo said that 
his mother was among the first 
killed. She fell and landed on top 
of him. He was left for dead. 

Says Wounded Were Bayoneted. 

Suddenly he heard a whisper go 
the rounds of those who still lived 
that the Japanese had gone. Those 
who stood up received a second hail 
of machine gun fire. 

Later, Foo said, soldiers came 
back and walked through the mass 
of bodies. Anyone who still could 
move was bayoneted. Children were 
not excepted. 

The Japanese ‘also inflicted 
drastic punishment on the villages 
along reutes where the rebels could 
not enter Fushun. 

Hailangtun, Tangphaipu and 
Chienohinpu bore the brunt of it. 
Ertaokou, Houkuchiatzu and Chi- 
enkuchiatzu suffered least. Seven- 
teen houses were burned in one and 
three in another.

Official Report of Com- 
mander of Fushun Guard 
Says 350 Chinese Died 
Fighting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TOKIO, c. 2.—Official Japa- 


nese reports of the incidents which 
followea a rebel attack on Fushun 
in September list 350 
kitted, it is stated today. 

Capt. Seiichi Kawakami, com- 
manding the Fushyn Guard Com- 
pany, submitted the following re- 
port: 

“Two thousand Chinese bandits 
raided Fushun on Sept. 15, murder- 
ing Kwanichi Watanabe, Japanese 


chief of the colliery pit. Several 
Japanese women and children were 
killed and wounded. 

“Our guards caught some of the 
bandits in repelling the attack and 
learned they were residents of Li- 
chaokao, a town eight miles north. 
I dispatched a platoon of 40 men 
under Lieut. Seiichi Inouye. At 
Lichaokoa, they escorted 300 vil- 
lagers into the valley, announcing 
they were seeking the bandit lead- 
ers. With this announcement, a 
score of the villagers fled to Chen- 
chinpu, a nearby clay-hut village. 
Lieut. Inouye's men pursued them, 
encounterirg heavy trench mortar 
and rifle fire from the bandits, 

In a battle lasting half an hour, 
350 Chinese men were killed, the 
remaining bandits fleeing to the 
hills. We used trench mortars. 
Neither Lichaokao nor its villagers 
were attacked.” 

Battle-scarr@d Chenchinpu has 
now been restored to the satisfac- 
tion of the villagers,” the Japanese 
said. 

Maj. Nakao Yanagi, who served 
for three years as commander of 
the Fushun Guards, declared that 
bandit activity in the vicinity was 
rife, jeopardizing the lives and 
property of Japanese colliery offi- 
cials and their families. 

“It would have been impossible 


to gather 3000 persons from the’ 


surrounding villages,’ he said. 
“Each town has only 200 or 300 
residents.

WARSAW, Poland, Dec. 2.—Po- 
lice used their clubs and fire hose

The 
demonstrators demanded punish- 
ment of Jewish rioters and dissolu- 
tion of Jewish fraternities, and 
threatened to continue their agita- 
tion until the Jewish question was 
solved in Poland.

CHINESE IN 3 Hoff 


Advance Into Northwest Man- 
churia Reaches Chalantun in 
13 Below Zero Weather.

TSITSIHAR, Manchuria, Dec. 2. 
—Japanese troops and Chinese ir- 
regulars have fought three battles 
in the sub-zero weather of North- 
west Manchuria within the last 43 
hours, and at least 200 Chinese 
were slain in the encounters. 

This was disclose today in terse 
communiques to Japanese head- 
quarters here. 

Despite stiff opposition, the Jap- 

nese nave advanced northwestward 
along the Chinese Eastern Railway 
toward the Soviet border. The main 
force today was consolidating its 
position at Chalantun, 75 miles 
northwest of Tsitsihar. 
The battles were fought in the 
streets and just outside that town. 
The Japanese said they counted 200 
Chinese slain after the engage- 
ments. There was no mention of 
Japanese casualties. 

When the Japanese took Chalan- 
tun, they had advanced half way to 
the Khingan mountain country 
from Tsitsihar. The first railway 
pass in these mountains from the“ 
south is Shedyn Pass, between Tsit- 
sihar and Manchuli, It is at Man- 
chuli that the Chinese rebel Gen- 
eral, Su Ping-wen, is stationed with 
several thousand troops, and 183 
Jaapnese hostages, 
women and children.

A Tax Settlement.

SEE where a certain man had been 
charged by the Government with taxes 


amounting to $657,920 and that, upon

It is, however, a 
good time for one thing: the formulation of a power 
policy by the State of Missouri. We have a new deal 
in Missouri. The Governor-elect, Judge Guy B. Park, 
asserted in the campaign that he is on the side of 
the people in the power fight. The national leader of 
the Democratic party, which swept Missouri by more 
than 460,000 votes, is a professed champion of the 
people in the battle with this great predatory interest. 
In the Chicago convention at which he was nom- 
inated he had the whole Power Trust against him. 
The feeling that he is on the people’s side in this bat- 
tle split the opposition and brought to his aid the 
Republican progressives. 

What is all this to mean to the people? It could 
mean to Missouri a power policy so forward-looking 
as to become one of our greatest legacies to posterity. 
The natural resources of Missouri bélong to the peo- 
ple of the State. The rivers which can generate pow- 
er should all be reserved for the good of the people. 
No grant for their use should ever be issued without 
a recapture clause by means of which the people 
can, when they wish to do so, repossess them. No 
grant in perpetuity for the site of any power dam 
should ever be made, no inherent right of the people 
thoughtlessly signed away. 

There is about as much need for another power 
dam on White River as there is for another moon. 
Only 60 per cent of the power now available in the 
St. Louis region is actually in use. Like all such 
proposals in the State, this one on the White River 
is only the enterprise of promoters. Promoters have 
gone around oyer the State and grabbed all the pow. 
er sites they could lay hand upon. They would, 
if we let them, leave the people without a vestige of 
this great natural wealth. They recently secured 
Federal permits to build three dams on the Current 
River, pérhaps the greatest natural asset in the 
State of Missouri. Unless the State formulates a pow- 
er policy, stoutly asserts her rights, revives her sov- 


dams upon all available sites and the chance to re- 
serve them to public beneficence will be gone. 

We cannot blame the promoters. The blame is in 
ourselves. The State has never had a power policy. 
It has been a mere onlooker while promoters located 
dams here, there, everywhere. The State had nothing 
to say when the Bagnell Dam was built on the Osage 
River. The people who purchased from permit ped- 
dlers the Federal permit to build the Bagnell Dam 
merely went to the Missouri Utility Commission and 
asked for a certificate of convenience and necessity 
to build a hydro-electric plant. The wisdom of such 
a development, the State’s rights in the matter, were 
out of it. Had there been a proper power law in 
the State, Missouri could have protected herself in 
the matter. She could have withheld consent if that 
had seemed to her wise; at any rate, she could have 
made provision to recapture that site. She should 
have such power. She will have it before the battle 
is over. Fortunately, she has never relinquished title 
to the Bagnell Dam site, a State possession. 

Judge Park and the Democratic Legislature have in 
this matter an opportunity to render a lasting public 
service. There is no question where the popular 
interest Ties. There should be no dispute that the 
people of Missouri must own the water power of 
the State. We are remiss in our obligation to our 
own time, as we are recreant to posterity, when 
we sit inactive while this invaluable treasure is light- 
ly lifted from the people's hands. 

Watch out, Missouri! 
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SMOKING ELEGANTLY. 

Probably the cigarette companies had something to 
do with that contest in Paris to select the “most 
elegant” smoker, but we will wager the inspiration 
came from the movies. -Always, when a cinema char- 
acter wishes to portray elegance or nonchalance, poise 
or boredom, he or she lights a cigarette. From 
screen observations, we assume the judges awarded 
points to the competitors on their good form in these 
parts of the operation: suavely producing cigarette 
case from pocket or bag; deftly snapping it open and 
selecting proper white cylinder; tapping it elegantly 
on thumb nail while keeping up conversation with- 
out hitch; adroitly flicking lighter (three tries per- 
mitted); taking first luxurious puff: inhaling and 
exhaling with proper elegance; disposing of ashes; 
disposing of stub. It all harks back to the days of 
our forefathers, when elegant gestures centered 
around the snuffbox. Beau Nash held many enticing 
entertainments in his reign at Bath, but he never 
thought of pitting the perfect snuffers against one 


another. So the enterprise of our age again is dem- 
onstrated. . 
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FOR THE WIDENING OF THIRD STREET. 

Now that Market street is being widened and that 
litigation over Morgan street is at an end, it becomes 
pertinent to inquire when Third street is to be trans- 
formed from a bottleneck into a useful street. As it 
is, downtown St. Louis has, or soon will have, wide 
boulevards on the west, north and south, leaving the 
east side still in its congested, pre-war state. Trucks 
and other vehicles making the through trip from 
North St. Louis to South St. Louis, or vice versa, 
will still have to pass through the downtown section, 
aggravating the traffic problem. Moreover, the 
problem of an easy exit from and entrance to lower 
downtown, which affects so many millions of dollars’ 
worth of property values, will remain. \ 

Ot course, the ideal solution would be to carry out 
the City Plan Commission’s ideas for improvement of 
the central river front, including the widening and 
double-decking of Third street. But that involves an

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THE PROBLEM OF MEDICAL COSTS. 
The Committee on the Costs of Medical Care has just 


wide research by the 48 physicians, economists and 
health workers comprising its membership, aided by 
investigators of the 10 foundations that backed it. 
The committee has by no means a radical personnel, 
and the foundations taking part are noted for the 
calm, unbiased precision of their inquiries. Yet the 
group’s recommendations, if adopted, would revolu- 
tionize the structure of medical practice as we know 
it today. The explanation of this rejection of current 
methods is, of course, in the fact that the committee 
has accepted as inevitable the changes that altered 
conditions foreshadow, and has interpreted, for physi- 
cians and’ public alike, the handwriting on the wall. 

The present economic usages in medicine go back 
to the day of the general practitioner, when one ꝓhy- 
sician could, and did, serve an entire community. The 
advance of medical knowledge has brought into be- 
ing the specialist, so that now several physicians fre- 
quently are required to make a diagnosis or treat a 
case. The strict supervision possible in hospitals 
in many instances has displaced home treatment of 
illness. Costly equipment is necessary, and better 
medical treatment in every field has resulted in ris- 
ing costs. As a consequence, a serious illness now 
may take a major share of the family’s income for 
the year. Medical treatment is delayed often until 
it is too late, self-medication is practiced or the quack 
is consulted. Cities are overstaffed with doctors, 
while rural areas have too few. The wealthy are ex- 
pected to pay large feeg as a sort of tax to make 
up for the charity work among the poor that nearly 
every doctor does. 

Nor is the position of the doctor much better. This 
committee found that, while some specialists among 
the country’s 142,000 practitioners had handsome in- 
comes, the average annual earnings of the entire 
group in prosperous 1929 were only a little more than 
$5000—not a large return, in view of the long train- 
ing and costly equipment necessary. In the same 
year, 21,000 doctors earned only $1500 each, and 5500 
others actually lost money. These incomes came from 
fees irregularly collected, with resultant economic 
worry. There is polite but intense competition in 
the medical field. The cost of maintaining an office, 
duplicated many times over in every city, is an over- 
head that no business would endure. 

To remedy these conditions, insufferable to both 
sides, the committee turns its back on individual 
practice and suggests, for the majority, medical ser- 
vice in every community by organized groups. This 
would eliminate the great duplication of facilities, 
give the patient easy access to specialists and the best 
equipment and reduce costs. The report suggests 
these community centers be supported by contribu- 
tions to an insurance fund, and, as an entering wedge 
to state medicine, suggests taxation as an alternative. 
These methods are being used, and successfully, in 
many European countries. Numerous’ large business 
concerns furnish group medical care for their em- 
ployes, at a moderate regular payment. College stu- 
dents pay a fee for medical services throughout the 
school year. To expand such plans to include the 
entire people, exclusive of those who can and wish 
to continue with private practitioners, is the thought 
of the committee. 

There will be protests against this plan from emi- 
nent voices in the medical field, even though the 
committee does not specifically indorse that great 
bugaboo, state medicine. However, the most con- 
servative doctors must admit that the present sys- 
tem has its shortcomings. The private clinic does 
meet some of the objections, but it has not yet 
brought adequate medical care at reasonable cost to 
the entire moderate income group. This group does 
not want charity, by which the poor are served. The 
great objective should be thorough medical care for 
the entire population, at a price all can afford. 
Whether this is achieved under Government author- 
ity, by local insurance plans or by private initiative 
in each community, the objective must be reached. 
The committee-has given sound material for thought 
and early action on this important matter. 
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PUTTING IT MILDLY. 

If we were offering a prize for the best example 
of under-statement, it would go without further ado 
to the Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals of the Methodist Episcopal Church. That 
body, after scanning the party platforms, viewing the 
election results and bending an ear to the rumbles in 
the assembling Congress, comes forward with this 
masterpiece of restrained comment: “It would be idle 
to deny that the sentiment in favor of Federal pro- 
hibition has decreased in strength.”

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FOLLOWING A GOOD EXAMPLE. 

The meeting of President Hoover and President- 
elect Roosevelt set a precedent which the Governors 
and Governors-elect of a number of states have been 
quiék to follow. Soon after the election, Gov. Emmer- 
son of Illinois invited his elected successor, Judge 
Henry Horner, to Springfield to discuss budget matters 
and other problems and to sit in with him at the spe- 
cial session of the Legislature. More recently, Gov. 
Caulfield invited Judge Guy B. Park to be his guest 
at the Executive Mansion in Jefferson City. Still an- 
other instance of this kind is that in Indiana, where 
the outgoing Republican Governor, Harry G. Leslie, 
asked Dean Paul V. McNutt of the Indiana University 
School of Law, his elected Democratic successor, to 
the Statehouse in order to go over the plan and work- 
ing of Indiana’s county jobiess relief system.

ONGRESS convenes Monday. The ad- 

ministration has then to recommend a 

program to balance the budget, and the 
Democrats have to determine what stand 
they will take on retrenchment, on taxes, 
on farm relief and on their principal cam- 
paign pledges. Both the Republican and 
Democratic leadérs have to make their de- 
cision on the basis of an estimate of the 
course of events, 

Thus, in dealing with the budget, they 
have to consider not merely the deficit now 
being accumulated in the fiscal year which 
ends next June, but the probable condition 
of Federal] finance in the year 1933-34. How 
large will the deficits be? What new taxes 
must be imposed? 
questions depends upon the yield of ex- 
isting taxes and the estimated yield of new 
taxes that may be levied. But the yield of 
taxes depends upon incomes, profits, sales, 
imports, and these in turn depend upon the 
level of prices and volume of business. 

The problem of emergency farm relief 
is in a similar state. Whatever scheme 
the Democrats finally decide to support, 
one thing they may be sure of—the ae en 
of relief it brings will depend fin on 
whether the world prices of the great sta- 
ples continue to sink or begin to rise. Mr. 
Hoover’s Farm Board came to grief be- 
cause it was set in motion against the most 
devastating deflation of prices in modern 
history. 

* * * 

Mr. Roosevelt's domestic allotment plan, 
if that is to be his central measure, is very 
promising in principle, but it cannot hope 
to provide any sort of prompt and substan- 
tial relief if the deflationary movement is 
resumed. Measures to ease the burden of 
farm indebtedness are subject to the same 
condition; the task of refinancing farm 
mortgages, which clearly must be attempt- 
ed, is insuperably difficult unless it is as- 
sisted by some considerable rise in prices. 

Whether they like it or not, whether they 
know it or not, the best-laid plans of states- 
men will be tested, not by their intentions, 
not by their success in interpreting the 
present feelings of their constituents, but 
by the great enveloping and controlling 
movements of world prices. They are like 
the supply of oxygen in a room. The peo- 
ple in the room are for the most part un- 
conscious of the quality of the air they 
breathe. But let someone increase the sup- 
ply, as during the recent inflation, and the 
people in the room will become preternat- 
urally lively. Let someone shut ‘off. the 
supply, as in the deflation, and the strong- 
est and the brightest will grow listless. 

So it is with respect to the plans of Mr. 
Hoover and of Mr. Roosevelt. They can- 
not escape the fact that they live in a ‘so- 
ciety governed by the price system. There

the politicians talk. one would suppose they 
thought that the whole problem was wheth- 
er foreigners could bluff the country out 
of $125,000,000.

But the destructiveness of the attack does 
not stop there. In a world which is bleed- 
ing with its wounds, in a world threatened 
on all its flanks by war and revolution, 
they cry out for a policy to divide, to dis- 
unite, to disorganize the common action of 
the strongest and most advanced nations. 
How do they expect peace to return to this 
troubled earth if the British, French and 
American democracies get into a brawi over 
the immediate payment of a few dollars? 
Around what center of order is the world 
to cohere once more if the three great 
Powers that are still masters of their own 
houses are to be set one against the other? 

What is the good of talking about dis- 
armament and world economic conferences 
and the maintenance of treaties in Asia if, 
at the very heart of Western civilization, the 
democracies have not the sympathy, the in- 
telligence, and the self-restraint to sit down 
like gentlemen and discuss a debt? It is

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HEIFETZ AT THE ODEON 


| IN DAZZLING RECITAL 


Violinist Delights. With New. 
Kind of Maturity and 
Tendernéss. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


DEPRESSION audience heard 
A one of the most dazzling re- 

citals of this or any season 
last night when Jascha Heifetz ap- 
peared at the Odeon under the 
aegis of the new Artist Series be- 
ing sponsored by J. H. Thuman 
and Alma Cuény. It was a Heifet2 
who had suddenly gained a new 
kind of maturity and tenderness 
but who, in the process, had lost 
none of his supreme authority, his 
aristocratic style nor any of his 
capacity for producing a tone of 
eryställine purity. 


As a result there was practically 
nobody left to complain of his 
“coldness”—a qualification, inci- 
dentally, that was never strictly 
true—and the depression audience 
soon forgot to be depressed. Those 
who were not swept away, as al- 
ways, by the quality of his musi- 
cianship were truly enthralled by 
an evocative warmth which was all 
the more effective for being refined 
and allusive. The audience made 
so many demonstrations of sponta- 
neous sympathy that the glacial at- 
mosphere engendered by those rows 
of empty s-ats was quite dispelled. 


The. program offered by Mr. 
Heifetz was the first evidence of 


& superior taste and a balanced 


judgment as well as a decent re- 
gard for the maintenance of pub- 
lic standards. He was apparéntly 
unwilling to degrade his musi- 
cianship by turning it into a back- 
ground for a procession of music 
hall tunes and so the audience, 
for once, was saved from those 
mixed emotions that always result 
when a piece of tripe is treated as 
if it were a delicacy. 


Better music has been written 
than the Sonata in C Minor by 
Grieg which opened the program. 
But it is characteristic and serious 
and has-the further virtue of not 
having been overworked. In the 
Allegro Molto, the impetuosity of 
Heifetz’s playing was the first evi- 
dences of the larger sweep and the 
greater spontaneity that he had ac- 
quired since his last appearance 
here. Strangely enough—or per- 
haps naturally enough since it may 
have resulted from a more human 
approach to the musie—there were 
more imperfections in evidence 
during that first movement than 
one would have expected to hear 
in a whole cycle of Heifgrtz re- |

pressive for its musical value rath- 
er than as a demonstration of skill. 
Two lighter numbers, a Rondo by 
Hummel in the arrangement by 
Heifétz, and The Bumble-Bee” by 
Rimsky-Korsakoff, filled out this 
part of the program. Ravel’s 
“Tzigane” monopolized the fourth 
section. The performance of this 
number led one member of the au- 
dience to say that Heifetz should 
have it copyrighted. This, however, 
is unnecessary. No other violinist 
could match it or even offer its 
equivaldnt in color, dynamics and 
speed. It was a breath-taking 
demonstration and brought a bril- 
liant recital to a fitting conclusion. 

As an encore Mr. Heifetz played 
Hora Staccato by a Rumanian com- 
poser named Denicu in his own ar- 
rangement and it was staccato in 
fact as well as in name~the rapid, 
measured and controlled staccati 
of his down bow being enough to 
make most concert fiddlers wonder 
why they didn’t go into the grocery 
business.

ALBANY, N. I., Dec. 2.— The

Acting Gov. Herbert H. Lehman, 
after a night conference that last- 
ed into the morning, announced he 
would call an extraordinary session 
of the Legislature next Friday. 

The object is to consider a pro- 
posal to restore control over sala- 
ries now fixed by State law to the 
city government, so that pay cuts 
may be put into effect. How mauy 
of the 148,000 empioyes of the city 
would be affected by proposed cus 
was not detexmined, but one esti.

by this means 

The city’s bankers had called 01 
retrenchment, declaring rigid econ- 
omy was necessary to sustain tho 
municipality’s borrowing power. 
Two of them, Charles E. Mitcheil, 
chairman of the National City 
Bank, and Winthrop W. Aldrich, 
president of the Chase National, 
came to Albany with acting Mayor 
Joseph V. McKee and Gontrotler 
Charles W. Berry. They conferred 
with Lehman for hours, outlining 
the city’s plight.

Police and Election Boards,” Park 
said, “and I want the advice of the 
business men of the city.” 

Judge Park said he did not un- 
derstand just what the city wanted 
in connection with the Police 
Board. 

“During the campaign the news- 
papers expressed the fear Tom 
; Pendergast (boss of the Kansas 
| city Democratic machine) might 
dominate the police department of 
St. Louis,“ Park said. “Then 
when I made a speech in St. Louis 
suggesting police home rule for 
the city, there were newspaper 
editorials opposing home rule. 
Just what do they want?“ 

When it was suggested there 
might be more objection to the 
City Hall machine's controlling the 
police department in St. Louis, if 
there were home rule, Park jocu- 
larly remarked, “I did not know 
there was a machine in St. Louis.“ 
referring to denials of his cam- 
paign attacks on Republican bosses 
in St. Louis. 

Asked About Becker. 

Park declared he had no under- 
standing with Secretary of State 
Becker or any of Becker’s friends 
as to appointing him to a State job, 
when asked about current reports 
that the retiring Secretary of State, 
a Republican, would be rewarded 
with a State appointment. Park 
did not say definitely that he would 
not appoint Becker. 

Becker was defeated for the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor 
by Lieutenant-Governor Winter. In 
the pre-election campaign he did 
not support Winter and encour- 
aged a movement, which Becker 
attributed to his friends, for the 
writing in of Becker’s name on the 
ballot. This move was expected to 
aid Park’s candidacy, but the re- 
sult was neglible, due to the Demo- 
cratic landslide. 

Park said he had not reached a 
decision on any of his appoint- 
ments, and that he had not devel- 
oped à definite policy as to how he 
would make his appointments. The 
various State boards, bureaus, de- 
partments, commissions and insti- 
tutions, whose heads will be ap- 
pointed by Park, have about 7500 
employes. A few of the depart- 
ments are bi-partisan by law, but 
for the rest there is no restric-. 
tion in the law as to the political 
affiliations of the employes. 

The Governor-elect said he had 
appointed Woodson Cockrill of 
Platte City as executive clerk in 
his office, and that Cockrill would 
come to Jefferson City late in De- 
cember to familiarize himself with 
the routine of the Governor’s of- 
fice. 

He was accompanied on his visit 


here by Mrs. Park and C. A. Leedy 


Jr. of Kansas City, who was Park's 
campaign manager.

Urges 30-Hour Week. 


By the Associated Press. 
CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 2.—wWil- 


liam Green today was unanimously 
chosen president of the American 
Federation of Labor for the ninth 
consecutive year. 

“Green in his acknowledgement 
speech again declared his inten- 
tion to use vigorous methods to 
gain acceptance of the Federation's 
program of unemployment insur- 
ance and the 30-hour week. 
„We must translate the militant 


spirit of this convention into ac- 
tion,” he said. We will plead for 


co-operation, but where we cannot 


get it, we will use every legitimate 
power at our command.” 

Green took office in 1924 after 
the death of Samuel Gompers. 

Other officers re-elected were: 
Frank Morrison, Washington, sec- 
retary; Martin F. Ryan, Kansas 
City, treasurer ;Frank Duffy, In- 
dianapolis, first vice-president; T. 
A. Rickert, Chicago, second vice- 
president; Matthew Woll, Washing- 
ton, third vice-president; James 
Wilson, Cincinnati, fourth vice- 
president; John Corfield, Washing, 
ton, fifth vice-president: Arthur O. 
Wharton, Washington, sixth vice- 
president: Joseph N. Weber, New 
York, seventh vice-president; G. M. 
Bugniazet, Washington, eighth vice- 
president. 

Washington was chosen as the 
1933 convention city, the decision 
being influenced by. plans to dedi- 
cate a memorial to Samuel Gom- 
pers, there next year. St. Louis 
delegates offered the only other in- 
vitation, but later withdrew. 

The convention ended with a 
closing address by Green, in which 
he declared that he, like Gompers, 
would “refuse any proferred ap- 
pointment to political office,” dis- 
pelling rumors in the convention 
that he likely would be appointed 
Secretary of Labor in the Cabinet 
of President-elect Roosevelt. 

“We will draw up the line of bat- 
tle and carry the struggle to the 
doors of industry until the jobless 
are given jobs,” President Green 
said in an address yesterday, and 
the delegates burst into a wild dem- 
onstration of assent. 

Green was answering what he 
termed criticism (in the New York 
Times) of his threatened use of 
economic force—strikes and boy- 
cotts—should other methods fail to 
establish unemployment insurance 
and the 30-hour week. 

Labor, Green declared, has plead- 
ed to no avail with industry and 
Government for aid to the jobless. 
“Now,” he demanded, “what do 
they expect us to do, sit still?” 

Attacks Industrial Management. 

“If you are going to replace men 
and women with machinery, yon, 
industrial management, must pro- 
vide some way for them to make 
a living,” said Green. Tou. in- 
dustrial management, are respon- 
sible for our millions of unem- 
ployed. 

“So far as I can, I shall arouse 
the. fighting spirit of the men of 
labor. We will draw up the lines 
of battle and carry the struggle to 
the doors of industry until the job- 
less are given jobs.” 

It was many minutes before the 
demonstration, which was the 
greatest of the convention, had sub- 
sided. 

The convention instructed its Ex- 
ecutive Committee to “fight to kecp 


racketeering out of organized la- 
bor. IL 

The convention ordered ite 
council to send out an appeal for 
funds to back the Pullman porters 
in legal fights against “Pullman 
companies and company unions.” 

Reaffirming opposition to pri- 
vate profits” in United States nuvy 
building projects, the delegates 
adopted a resolution that all con- 
struction undertaken should be 
done “as far as possible,” in Gov- 
ernment yards, arsenals and fac- 
tories. 

Further, they struck out against 
insurance company penetration of 
the workmen’s compensation fieid 
and declared for state controlled 
compensation system. 

Against Russian Recognition. 

Again at the recommendation of 
the . Resolutions Committee, 2 
declaration of unalterable hostii- 
ity to Communism, to.the recogni- 


tion of the Communist regime at 


Moscow by our Government, and to 
every activity of organized Con.- 
munism.” was adopted. 
Independence for the Philippines 
and old age pensions were rein- 
dorsed, and a proposal to work 
out Federal legislation to limit 
working hours of women and chil- 
dren, was zeferred to the council. 
License systems by the Federal 
Government to control corpora- 
tions in interstate business, a tar- 
iff on oil, and teachers’ stand 
against wage cuts, were approved.

A tentative program for revision 


at street widéning condemnation 


methods, to avoid the widespread 
assessment of benen taxes, has 
been announced by a special com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen. 

The program is captained in a 
letter to the City Counselor, re- 
questing bim to, draft charter 
amendments. and ordinances to 
make it effective. 

The committee, headed by Alder- 
man Kaufmann, desires ta make a 
final report te the board as soon 
as possible, with the hope of sub- 
mitting the Charter changes to vot- 
ers at the spring election. It asks 
for Buenchs advice on various 
legal points involved. 

Principal features of the pro- 
posed revision are: 

Pay half of the cost of ac- 
quiring property for street widen- 
ings from the existing city gaso- 
line tax of 1 cent a galion, on 
the theory that the major streets 
are principally for the benefit 
of motorists. 

Charge not more than 15 per 
cent of the cost against abutting 
property deriving benefit from 
the improvement. Pay the bal- 
ance from general revenue or 
bond funds. The committee 
thinks the gasoline tax could be 
reduced to ½ cent a galion if 
bonds were used for part of the 
financing. 

Establish a 10-year program of 
widening, with a limit of $1,000,- 
000 a year. 

Set up a permanent condemna- 
tion commission of three to sev- 
en members, appointed by Cir- 
cuit Court in general term, to 
replace the system of separate 
commissions on each undertak- 
ing, appointed by individual 
Judges. 

Permit installment payments 
of benefit taxes, spread over 
seven years, instead of requiring 
lump payment. 

Provide for a uniform system 
of appraisal of damages. 
Heggtofore, stred widenings have 

been financed by assessing a large 
portion of the cost against property 
in benefit districts extending vary- 
ing distances beyond the actual im- 
provement. The balance has been 
met by the city, chiefly with funds 
from the 1923 bond issue. There 
has been no fixed proportion bé- 
tween the two sources. Property 
owners have pretested against the 
special benefit taxes, complaining 
they could not pay. 

The aldermanic committee has 
agreed that the major street plan 
is essential to the city’s progress 
and “no part of it should be finally 
Abandoned.“ Several important 
widening plans have been dropped 
-in recent years because of the pub- 
lic protests against the cost. Char- 
ter provisions on condemnation are 
antiquated, the committee thinks. 

It feels the major street under- 
takings should be distinguished 
from smaller improvements of lo- 
cal benefit, and that large bene- 
fit districts for the major thorough- 
fares should be eliminated to avoid 

The committee 
proposes a charter amendment to 
require the condemnation. commis- 
sion to submit its final report to 
the Board of Aldermen for review, 
before filing it in court. Then the 
Aldermen could repeal the widen- 
ing scheme before it was too late, 
if they thought the commission had 
reached the w conclusion. 

Some of the nine Aldermen on 
the committee consider the auto- 
mobile entirely responsible for the 
need of widening streets, but other 
members think real estate owners 
also derive benefit from .major 
street improvements. The latter 
group holds that downtown proper- 
ty is benefited because the people 
can reach it more easily, that resi- 
dential property benefits also. be- 


cause the people can get home 
more readily, and that property | - 


abutting on a widened street gener- 
ally is enhanced in value. 

Pending widening plans should 
be suspended temporagly, where 
legally possible, the committee rec- 
ommended, until a final solution of 
the problem was reached. In the 
absence of charter authority for 
this, the committee thinks the 
pending widening plans should be 
repealed. There should be provi- 
sion for temporary suspension in 
the future without resorting to re- 
peal, it added.

T. D. Green, New York, Thinks 


That Would Increase Busi- 
ness Activity.

Thomas D. Green of New York, 
president and executive director of 


the American Hotel Association, 
advocated outright repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment today in an 
address before the convention of 
the Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma 
Hotel Men's Association at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

With repeal it would be reason- 
able to expect a decided increase in 
business activity, Green said, and 
the psychological effect of driving 
the tremendous illicit liquor traffic 
into the open and converting it into 
a lawful tax-paying industry would 
be hard to exaggerate. 

„Hotel restaurants, free from 
competition with illegitimate. estab- 
lishments, would again become 
self-supporting and perhapg profit- 
able,” Green said. “The tax bur- 
dens which have forced thousands 
of hotels into receivership would be 
lightened and practically every 
commercial and industrial enter- 
prise would benefit from the re- 
sumption of hotel purchasing. 

“Just as the insolvency of a ho- 
tel is a tragedy to local merchants, 
banks, manufacturers and em- 
plowes, so does the restoration of 
hotel prosperity have a far-reach- 
ing effect. 

Hotel owners have been through 
a hard and,bitter war; but I am 
sure that when hotels are relieved 
of the deplorable effects of prohi- 
bition they will take a command- 
ing position in the general restora- 
tion of. prosperity.” 

Oliver T. Remmers, president of 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers, who spoke yesterday, counseled 
anti-prohibitionists to be moderate 
in their demands for the return 
of liquor. 

Outlines “Sane” Plan. 


The desirable plan, said Rem- 
mers, who is attorney for the St. 
Louis Hotel Association, is one of 
moderation that will appeal to the 
largest class of American people. 
“It should be based on the Danish 
or Quebec systems and provide for 
the sane and orderly sale of wines, 
beer and liquors. The sale of hard 
liquors should be regulated by 
Government operation, subsidy, or 
license, either State or Federal. 

Wines of 12 and 14 per cent, 
for there is no such thing as a light 
wine and beer of 3 to 4 per cent 
by volume should be serve’ in pub- 
lic places orderly conducted, where 
men can drink like gentlemen.”’ 


Talk by Max L. Teich. 


Max L. Teich, board chairman 
of Hotel Jefferson, spoke against 
measures that would limit the 
liquor supply and assess high 
liquor taxes. 

Teich also spoke on financial 
reorganization of hotel properties 
by loans from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation made through 
banks, building and loan associa- 
tions and insurance companies. 

Saving Owner’s Equity. 

The loan should not be larger 
than 20 or 30 per cent of the out- 
standing first mortgage bond is- 
sue, Teich suggested, but would 
take priority_in payment of princi- 
pal and interest over the first 
mortgage bonds. In this way th: 
hotel owner would save his equity 
in the property and the bond hol¢- 
er preserve the principal value of 
his bonds. 


“A great many hotels are in the 
nands of receivers,“ Teich said. It 
is eysdent with conditions now re- 
vailing, that unless some remedy is 
found, an almost couiplete break- 
down will result in the hotel in- 
dustry. Many more hotels will go 
into 1teceivership as they cannot 
compete with the unfair comp-ti- 


‘tion in cut rates established by 


receivers. 7 
“Unless hotels in receivership 
are rescued by a_i re-finaneing 
plan, the others will soon follow.’ 
The convention, attended by 130 
hotel men, will end tonight with a 
banquet at Hotel Statler.

Public Debt Totals More 
Than 20 Billion Which Is 
Rise of Three Billion 
From Year Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 2.— The 
Government ended five months of 
its 1938 fiscal year on Nov. 30 with 
a deficit of $751,811,422 and a 
gross public debt of $20,806,013,- 
836. 
The gross debt had increased 
more than $3,000,000,000 since Nov. 
30, 1931, when it amounted to 
$17,310,026,954. 
The debt compared with a pre- 
war debt on March 31, 1917, of 
$1,282,044,346, and the peak war

Customs duties also have fallen, 
bringing in $117,722,232 in the five 
months, as compared with $170,- 
840,389 last year. 
The general expenditures showed 
a decrease as compared to last 
year, amounting to $977,911,895, as 
compared with $1,166,115,810, but 
interest: on the public debt in- 
creased, totaling $232,028,237, as 
compared with $195,710,857. Ordi- 


| hary expenditures of the Govern- 


ment, including all of its activities, 
amounted to $1,419,476,312, a de- 
crease as compared with $1,642,- 
260,046 last year, while the gen- 
eral fund receipts totaled $671,- 
997,429, as compared with 3801. 
798,004 a year ago. 

On the expenditure side there 


| was $100,000,000 devoted to the 


adjusted service certificate fund 
this year that was not included in 
the expenditures for the same pe- 
riod of last year. 

The Treasury's month end state- 
ment showed that in the five 
months of the fiscal year it had is- 
sued $3,854,304,589 in securities 
and had retired in the same period 
a total of $2,535,293,197. 

The statement showed that na- 
tional banks were continuing to 
take advantage of the Glass-Borah 
amendment to the home loan law 
and issuing currency backed by 
Government securities bearing not 
more than 3% per cent interest. 
Since the law became effective last 
July the national bank currency 
outstanding has increased approrxi- 
mately $165,000,000 and now 
amounts to $875,880,908.

Pineapple Values. 


the place of pineapple in nutrition 
reveals that it has many health 
values. Some families make it a 
practice to eat pineapple daily. 
Pineapple, fresh or canned, con- 
tains five essential minerals, in a 
form easy to assimilate. Three of 
these minerals are necessary to the 
human body. The other two, cal- 
cium and phosphorus, are elements 
considered essential for strong 
bones and teeth. 

This same fruit’ increases the 
rate of digestion of meals of which 
it is a part by stimulating the se- 
cretion of gastric juice. It is es- 
pecially valuable in aiding the di- 
gestion of proteins such as eggs, 
meat and beans. 

Pineapple supplies vitamins A. B 
and C—valuable for building re- 
sistance against infections such as 
colds, promoting normal growth 
and promoting health. 

Here are three ways of using 
pineapple to add to old recipes: 

Conserve 

1 cup sliced canned peaches. 

1 cup sliced canned pears. 

1 cup crushed canned pineapple. 

1 cup diced apple. 

½% orange (juice). 

% lemon (juice). 

cup sugar. 

% cup pecan meats. 

1 cup liquid pectin. 

Mix all ingredients except nuts 
and pectin. Cook slowly for 45 
minutes. Add pectin and boil rap- 
idly for three minutes. Add nuts. 
Pour into clean, hot glasses and 
seal with paraffin. 

Pineapple and Tapioca Pudding. 

One cup pearl tapioca, soak over 
night and boil in the morning until 
clear; add one cup sugar, one tea- 
spoonful vanilla, one pint crushed 
pineapple and set away to cool. 
Serve with plain or whipped cream. 

Pineapple-Pepper Salad. 

To two cups diced pineapple 
slices add one cup chopped celery 
and one sweet red pepper, cut into 
dice. For dressing use mayonnaise 
cream dressing. Serve very cold on

Pineapple Cheese Souffle. 
One 9-oz. can crushed pineapple. 
Two tablespoons butter.

pineapple.

Are Especially Low- 
Priced. 


No need of being without green 
vegetables at the present low price 
state, for there is a wealth of them 
in the shops and markets. 

Two which are of rather recent 
‘popularity are Brussels sprouts and 
broccoli, so cheap that this week 
that 160% would buy enough of 
either to serve four persons. 

Brussels sprouts should be green 
and not turning yellow for the best 
flavor and broccoli must always be 
4 dark green. 

Both vegetables contain valuable 


mineral salts and should be cooked ;} 


the same way. Put either in a large 
amount of boiling water and add 
salt at the last. Boll from 15 to 
20 minutes. 

Serve either plain boiled with 
melted butter or white sauce. Here 
are two more elaborate ways of 
serving broccoli: 

With Golden Sauce. 

Cut off the tough part of the 
stalk and the outside leaves. Soak 
head downward in slightly salted 
water for an hour. Drain and 
cook in boiling water from 15 to 
20 minutes. The minute it is tend- 
er, drain. Have ready in a deep 
platter buttered toast cut in sec- 
tions so it can be easily served. On 
this arrange the broccoli, the larg- 
est bunch in the center and the 
small clusters around it. Peyr over 
it a sauce made ag follows: Make 
a white sauce of two tablespoons 
each butter and flour and thrée- 
fourths cup milk. Season with 
salt and white pepper. Beat three 
egg yolks with one-half cup cream, 
add to the white sauce and cook 
smooth and custardlike in double 
boiler. 

Broccoli With Cheese. 

Prepare as abeve, but omit egg 
yolks from sauce. After turning 
the white sauce over the cooked 
broccoli, sprinkle on one-fourth 
cupt@grated cheese mixed with one- 
fourth cup fine, dry breadcrumbs | 
and brown lightly. 


COTTAGE PUDDING WITH 
LEMON CORNSTARCH SAUCE) — 
Cottage Pudding. 
% cup shortening 


1% cups flour 

2% teaspoons baking powdér 

% teaspoon salt. 

Cream shortening and add sugar. 
Add well-beaten egg, then the milk 
alternately with the flour which 
has been sifted with the baking 
powder and salt. Bake 30 minutes 
in a shallow pan in a moderately 
hot oven. 

Lemon Sauce. 

Mix one and one-half tablespoons 
cornstarch, three-quarters cup 
sugar, one and one-half teaspoons 
grated lemon rind. Add gradually 
one and one-half cups boiling wa- 
ter, stirring constantly. Beil five 
minutes. Remove from fire. Adé 
three tablespoons lemon juice, 
three tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine and a sprinkling each of 
nutmeg and salt. 


BAKED BEANS 


1 quart pea beans 

1 pound fat salt pork 

1 teaspoon soda. 

Cayenne 

1 tablespoog salt 

% cup molasses 

% tablespooh mustard 

Boiling water 

1 small onion. 

Pick over and wash beans, cover 
with cold water and soak over- 
night. Drain, cover with fresh 
water and parboil with soda.

Scalloped Salmon. 

Take salmon from can, flake 
with a fork, butter a baking dish, 
put in a layer of fine dcrackér 
crumbs, then layer of salmon.

President-elect Franklin D. Roose- 
velt in the January. issue of the 
Cosmopolitan Magazine. 

“Domestic speculation and stock 
thievery, personal and corporate, 
must be put down if we are to get 
confidence essential to industrial 
and business progress,” he de- 
clared. “Our credit structure is 
not only based upon, but actualy 
made of the money of small in- 
vestors and depositors. I shall urge 
Federal legislation to give full, 
adequate and ‘understandable pub- 
licity to the purposes for which 
stocks and bonds are issued, full 
publicity for the accounting of 
these moneys and full publicity, for 
mergers, consolidations and holding 
companies. 

“Legitimate risk, legitimate in- 
vestment and legitimate organiza- 
tion will welcome this light. We 


must have no more of the frenzied 
speculation and brutal exploitation 
of innocent investors that we re- 
cently have seen. The ‘blindness’ 
of a national administration to it 
would be criminal. I cannot pre- 
vent the mistakes and the credu- 
lity of individuals, but we can all 


join in seeking to have the infor- 


mation upon which you base your 
judgments made a matter of public 
record. 

“Any monopoly of a necessity, of 
life should be outlawed.

NEW YORK, Dec. 2.—Not on 
the sévén seas, but in seven cities 
and towns have Army and Navy 
fought out their football feud in 
the last 40 years, but they’ll be on 
familiar ground when they tangle 
at Philadelphia tomorrow.

“Break” for Navy. 

The choice of Philadelphia as the 
battle ground this year might be 
construed as a “break” for the 
Navy, for six of the Tars’ 12 vic- 
tories over the Army have been 
achieved there. 

But whatever psychological ad- 
vantage the Tars might. derive 
from that seems to b@ more than 
outweighed by the physical edge 
Army will enjoy. Navy will have 
to concede weight, age and expe- 
rience to the Cadets, and most ex- 
perts have been willing to give the 
Tars better than an outside chance 
of victory. 

Yet there is no denying the tre- 
mendous improvement Coach Rip 
Miller has brought about in Navy's 
play since the Tars’ disappointing 
performances in early season 
games. They threw up a brilliant 
defense against Notre Dame two 
weeks ago and held the Ramblers: 
to a 12-0 score, while Army sur- 
rendéred a week later, 21-0. 

Both teams left their home basés 
for Philadelphia yésterday aftér- 
noon for a final practice whirl. 
Navy’s squad of 46 drilled inten- 
sively on a passing attack before 
bearding a train to the accompani- 
ment of the cheers of the regiment, 
of midshipmen and hundréds of 
townsfolk.

‘LOS ANGELES, Dec. 2.—Pitts- 
burgh's great football team has 
been given its chance for revenge. 

With startling suddenness came 
the announcement the Panthers, 
unbeaten in 10 games but twice 
tied, had accepted the University 
of Southern California’s invitation 
to play in the eighteenth annual 
Rose Tournament game at Pasa- 


dena, Jan. 2. 

It was an opportunity for Coach 
Jock Sutherland’s eleven to atone 
for the most decisive defeat ever 
written into the annals of the grid 
war of the Roses, for it was the 
Trojan team which trounced Pitt 
47 to 14 in 1930. 

The announcement late yester- 
day came at a moment when the 
hopes of Michigan receiving the 
bid were at high tide. The foot- 
ball fans of the Far West felt the 
Big Ten conference was about to 
amend its anti-post season rule to 
give the unbeaten and untied Wol- 
verines a chance to accept the in- 
vitation Southern California was 
willing to tender. 


Why Panthers Were Picked. 


As champions of the Pacific 
Coast conference, the Trojans of- 
ficially were invited three days 
ago. Pittsburgh was given the in- 
vitation over undefeated and un- 
scored—on Colgate on the basis of 
ite showing through a _ rugged 
schedule which saw the Panthers 
play outstanding teams from coast 
to coast. 

In a statement following a meet- 
ing of the Southern California 
Athletic Board of Control, 
O. Hunter, athletic director, said: 

“Recognizing that there were 
several outstanding teams to be 
considered, the Trojan officials 
were motivated in their choice by 
the extremely difficult and repre- 
sentative schedule that the Pitts- 
burgh team has so successfully 
completed this season.” 

Hunter admitted Colgate’s Red 
Raiders were given serious consid- 
eration. 


Fourth Appearance on Coast. 


The appearance of Pittsburgh 
will be its third in’ Rose tourna- 
ment play and the fourth on the 
West Coast. With Glenn (Pop)

Six years later 
Stanford invited Pitt to play in the 
Rose Bowl and the former eleven 
won, 7 to 6. Again in 1930 the 
Trojans extended the invitation, 
with the invaders losing 47 to 14 
because of Coach Howard Jones' 
team’s superb passing attack. 
Southern California has defended 
the West three times with uninter- 
rupted succéss. The Trojans beat 
Penn State, 14 to 3, in 1923. The 
second game saw the defeat of 
Pitt, and last New Year’s day Tu- 
lane was turned back, 21 to 12.

ding with one spade, on what 
kind of a hand 


should your re- 
sponse be four 
spades? 

In the early 
days of con- 
tract, this re- 
sponse was used 
exténsively, and 
tt meant—*“I am 
almost sure we 
will make four 
spades on this 
hand. Since I 
have contracted 
for game, do 
P. Hal Sims. not bid further 

unless you have 
a tremendous hand with proper 
slam protection.” 

As you have realized by now, 
my bidding theory absolutely re- 
jects the principle underlying the 
procedure just mentioned. 

A Slam Try Conveying Specific 
Information. 

With me, the double jump raise 
is a direct slam try, and says: 
“The hand is absolutely safe in five 
spades. If you can bid another suit 
I have slam hopes and will make 
the decision on my next bid. It 
you have a clear primary trick in 
excess of what you needed for an 
unshaded opening bid, tell me so 
by bidding four no trumps, for in 
that case we are safe in five spades 
and I will bid at least that, possibly 
six or seven spades. With nothing” 
in reserve, pass. 

I will not make this particular 
response unless my spades are so 
strong that I feel sure no spade 
trick will be lost, however weak my 
partner's suit may be. In other 
words, he is assured that he need 
not give me a minimum response 
because of his weak spades—I 
know about them. He must now 
respond regarding the strength of 
his hand, not of his suit. I will not 
make this response unless I have 
four trumps headed by a clear pri- 
mary trick and by at least two 
face cards. With five of them, I 
would need them to be headed by 
the ace or the king; four must be 
headed by K Q or AJ. 

It is really another way of say- 
ing “I myself have a hand on 
which I could open the bidding 
with one spade: so our spades are 
solid—regard your spades as trump 
support for me, and bid your out- 


F your partner opens the bid- 


| side values.“ 


This bid is very rare, but fulfills 
a definite function—enabling the 
opener to rebid his hand accurate 
ly when he has opened on a suit 
as weak as five to the queen. 

I have described the trump hold- 
ings which justify this response. 
The other requirements of the 
hand are slam expectations either 
through primary tricks or through 
very attractive distribution. A hand 
good enough for an opening bid in 
any position will give vou the 
Measure. With a void sui ou 
Shade this because you "on dis. 
cover any duplication in time. If 
your partner’s rebid names the 
void suit, sign off by reverting - to 
Spades. If his next bid names a 
second suit in which you have ace 
or king, and you can win at least 
the second round of the other suit, 
the ‘slam is a certainty. Here are

BCENTLY, the British Medical 
Research Council issued a re- 
port on a study made in an at- 
tempt to determine the effects ot 
alcohol on inheritance. This re- 


ing facts. 
Some 20 years a Karl Pear- 
son made the first biological inves- 


‘tigation on the effects of alcohol: 


on the race. According to his 
study. it was found that there is. 
a greater death rate among the 
children of alcoholic parents. A- 
second finding, however, appeared 
to show that the surviving chil-. 
dren were constitutionally superior.. 

Tuts study was followed by oth- 
ers on animals. At Cornell univer-. 
sity it was shown that when fish. 
and guinea pigs were exposed toa. 
alcohol, a large number of their 
young were abnormal and un-. 
healthy. 

Raymond Pearl and E. C. Mac · 
Dowell carried on comparable ex- 
periments, one using chickens and 
the other rats. Both indicuted that 
when the animal parents were sub- 
jected to alcohol, their progeny 
were fewer in number but the sur- 
viving young were constitytionally 
superior. | 

In the British report on the ef- 
fects of alcohol on inheritance, the 
findings apparently contradicted 
those cited.in the foregoing. The 
conclusions of the English experi- 
menters is that there is no evi 
dence that exposure to alcohol: 
causes the production of abnormal. 
young. Fertility also appeared to 
be unaffected by alcohol. | 

The resuits of experiments con- 
ducted cannot be applied directly 
to humans. For while the environ- 
ment of the experimental animal 
can be rigorously controlled and 
its various factors regulated, it is 
next to impossible to accomplish as 
much among humans. 

The purely biologic effects of the 
intake of alcohol cannot be sepa- 
rated from the effects of other fac- 
tors. The economic position of the 
individual, his occupation, social 
position, racial stock and other fac- 
tors influence his ultimate biologie 
status, and that of his children,

5 LITTLE girl who was extremely 


dissatisfied with her red hair 

was told by her grandmother 
that she mustn’t mind the color of 
her hair because God had made it 
and whatever God had made must 
be quite all right. 


The child, however, refused to 
accept the proffered comfort and 
answered stoutly: “Well, if God 
made my hair I don’t want him 
ever to make anything for me 
again.“ 


The utterance is typical of the 
child’s naive, untutored attitude to- 
ward the idea of God. The concept 
of the Deity can have for him no 
special attribute of essential good - 
ness, sanctity and omnipotence un- 
til he is definitely taught these 
things by aduits, who themselves 
have faith. 

The evolution of childish ideas 
about God often goes through 
strange phases, A German author 
writes of a little boy, who while 
listening to his mother’s discourse 
upon the nature of God, happened 
to look out of the window at a 
golden rooster weather vane shin- 
ing in the afternoon sun. 

While she was explaining that 
God was not a man but a spirit the 
child felt a sudden conviction with- 
in himself that the shining weather 
vane outside the window must be 
God. Later, when a picture book 
containing an illustration of a mag - 
nificent tiger was given to him he 
privately changed his opinion and 
decided that such a creature must 
indeed be God. 

Childish attitudes toward God 
are, then, not to, be taken as ir- 
reverence even if they seem to in- 
dicate a lamentable lack of proper 
respect. 

Until the child has passed be- 
yond the primitive, concrete, phase 
of thinking: until, in other words, 
he has reached a certain ‘degree of 
intellectual and emotional maturi- 
ty, all criticism of the way he 
chooses to envisage God must be to 
him meaningless or confusing.
